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American Book-making.— At a recent entcr- 
tnhimcnt given in honor of Professor Goldman 
Smith, a member of the book trade, Mr. G. P. 
riituam prepared louii statements and statis- 
tics for the occasion, which were of general in 
terest. Some of them were as follows i Tee 
number of persons or firms engaged in the man 
ufacture or sale of books In the United State* is 
sow about 4,080, of whom about four-fifths are 
hi the Northern or loyal States. Of these, 2,000 
arc booksellers exclusively, and about 200 are 
publishers of booke. To give an outline of the 
progress of the demand for books within thirty 
years, it may be mentioned that in 1834 the 
whole number of different books published in 
the United States was 449, of which 2.">1 were 
original, and 108 were reprinted from foreign 
Works. In 1 855 the number was 2,102, of which 
C49 were reprints. In 18S7 there were 2,413 
' ncluding 746 reprints. In 1864 (to this date) 
there have been 1,690 works, of which 100 were 
reprints. All these exclusive of pamphlets and 
periodicals. Of the pamphlet literature of the 
late political contest alone, one gentleman in 
New York has actually collected 3,000 different 
publications, and he estimates that the whole 
number published is not far from 5,000. Our 
pamphlet literature, in fact, unlike that of Eng. 
land and France, has never been chronicled. 
The presses from Maine to Virginia haye been 
constantly throwing off enormous masses of 
pamphlets of more or less yalue, indicating the 
activity of the popular mind. Thirty-Ore 
years ago the largest part of our publications 
(fsisted of reprints of English books. Now 
our original American books arerage nearly 
four times the nnmberwecopy from abroad. The 
figures given above indicate the number of dif- 
ferent works annually issued. When the ag- 
gregate number of each work issued is consid- 
ered, the elastic character of our book-market 
and the extent of omr reading circles are exhib- 
ited in a striking light. Even of the present 
war— not yet finished — already some twenty dif- 
ferent "histories" are in progress of publication; 
and of two or three of them from 75,000 to 150,- 
000 copies are ac tually la the hands of readers — 
yet thee works are in two or three large and 
expensive volumes. One of the publishing 
bouses in New Tork runs forty-three steam 
presses of the largest size, and uses an average 
of 34,375 reams of printing paper per annum, 
equivalent to 3,300,000 duodecimo volume* of 
210 pages each, or 1,650,000 volnmes of 4*0 
pages each. Another house, ^Philadelphia, 
■ells books annually to the amount of $1,509,- 
000, and the number of packages which they 
send out of the city yearly is between 14,000 
and 15,000. It is also interesting to know, as a 
proof that the war has not extinguished the 
book-trade, that the house last referred to, 
which formerly supplied a large part of the 
.southern booksellers, sjid books in 1*03 to the 
• mount of over $200,000 more thau in any 
former year when it had the southern trade. 
Details and suggestions of this kind night be 
multiplied indefinitely. One other fact may be 
mentioned. While the Applctons have been 
placing more than 15,00* sets of their New 
American Cyclopaedia, in sixteen volumes, in 
the hands of our people, no less than 1 ,x00 sets of 
that great work, the Eueyclopa'dia Biittannica, 
at a large cost, have been imported and sold in 
this country. 

Soithern Items.— We glean the following 
items from the Mobile Register of the 13th: 

A Meaty Haul. — Last night the police made a 
successful descent upon some negro houses near 
the old Pavilioa, and succeeded in capturing a 
gc amount of stolen property, consisting in 
rt of wearing apparel, silks, etc., the whole 
estimated In value at from $12,000 to $15,000. 
The police are very diligent and successful in 
detecting crime, securing property, and bring- 
ing offenders to justice. It Is "somewhat re- 
markable that of the many very grave offences 
that have been committed^ nearly all of the of- 
fenders are negroes. It would be well for men 
to patrol their own vards. We hear that, in all 
probability the ordinnucc of the city will be 
amended so as to limit negroes going" at large 
in the city alter 7 o'clock in the evening. The 
breaking up of the 6ysteia of negroes living 
apart from their owners might work some in- 
convenience, but it would certainly do a great 
deal Of good. — Xtict. 

What a fall. — We have heard it stated that 
the real, though not the ostensible editor of the 
Vicksburg lit raid, is John W. Ward, formerly 
editor of the Copiah News, and Captain iu tbe 
Sr.th Mississippi at the time of his desertion. 
That he is an attache of the Herald we have 
good reason to believe. We had a better opin- 
ion of Ward; but, like some others, he thought 
the fate of the Confederacy was sealed when 
Vicksburg fell, and so he irigloriously deserted 
what he supposed to be the weaker side. But 
the Confederal still lives, and if John does not 
die pretty soon he will live to sec it independent 
and free. — Jackson News. 

Void Attempt to Escape. — A bold and very in- 
genious attempt to escape from the jail was 
made, by some of the Yankee officers night be- 
fore last. At night the) eighty-eight prisoners 
are placed in the second story to sleep. At the 
southwest corner of the jail! and about twelve 
feet from it, there is a small wooden building, 
the "combing" of which is on a level with the 
second-story windows of the jail. From oue of 
these windows the Yankees bad run out a 
bridge — made from their sleeping bunks — and 
rested it iu such a secure manner a3 to prevent 
its falling. Twelve o'clock was the hour fixed 
for the attempt to escape, but, unfortunately for 
them, the bridge was discovered by the prison 
guard. Several shots were fired, and, judging 
from the bulks made around the window, the 
brick and mortar fragments must have been 
stirred up uuplcasantly near some of them. 

Columbia Guardian. 
Small-yr at Milledgeville.— The Millcdgeviile 
correspondent of the Intelligencer says the 
small -pox Is on the increase in that city, and 
adds: It threatens to assume the character of 
an epidemic. The number of cases that have 
already occurred have been estimated at from 
■"tficcn to fifty. Some of these are in the very 
heart of the city, and at a short distance from 
the capitol. Such localities are guarded, or else 
have placards to inform the passer-by of the 
danger he incurs. It is commonly talked about 
among the members to adjourn this session of 
the Legislature to Macon, Augusta, or Sa- 
vannah. 

Negro Hung — A negro man, belonging to 
Mrs.'T»wnsend, was hung by the citizens near 
Duck Hill, Carroll county, on Thursday last. 
He was raising a company of negroes to go to 
Memphis. When he was overtaken he resisted 
so defiantly that he had to be shot before sur- 
rendering. He was then tied and hung. Many 
other negroes were implicated in the move.

The AWTUL Si v.ni-hy of -run Moon.— Among 
the .terrible sublime scenes with which the 
moon's surface Dtust abound, none can be 
grander than that which presents itself to the 
spectator were he placed inside one of those vol- 
canic craters— Tycho forjinstancc — surrounded 
on every side by the most terrific evidences of 
volcanic force in Us wildest features. In such 
a position he would have before him, standing 
up from the vast plane below, a mighty obelisk- 
shaped mouBtain of some nine thousand feet in 
height, easting its intense black shadow over 
the plateau; and partly over its slope he would 
see an amphitheatrieal range of mountains be- 
yond, which, in spite of their being about forty 
miles distant, would appear almost in his im- 
mediate proximity (owing to the absence of that 
"aerial perspective which interestrial scenery 
imparts a softened aspect to the distant object) 
— so near, indeed, as to reveal every cleft and 
chasm to the naked eye. This strange com- 
mingling of near and distant objects, the inevi- 
table visual conseqence of the absence of atmos- 
phere or water, must impart to lunar scenery a 
terrible aspect — a stern wildness, which may 
aptly be termed unearthly. 

The late Rev. Rowland Hill understood hu- 
man nature well. His chapel baring been 
infested by pickpockets, he took occasion to 
Tcmind the congregation that there was an all- 
seeing Providence, to whom all hearts are open, 
and from whom no secrets are hid; "but lest," 
he added, "there may be> any present who are

state that there are also Row-street officers on 
the look-out."

RICHMOND NEWS ABOUT SHERMAN'S MARCH. 
[From tho Richmond Dispatch, Nov. 13.) 

We should be inclined to believe that Sher- 
man's movement from Atlanta to the South was 
designed to draw Beauregard from Tennessee, 
where his presence must be a serious incon- 
venience, at least to the Yankees, were it not 
that such a theory docs not correspond with the 
tearing up of tlie track from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta. The better opinion seems to be that 
he designs to obtain possession of a base upon 
the Atlantic or the Gulf, from whence, with re- 
newed resources and increased strength, he may 
prosecute a winter and early spring campaign. 

In the former view, he will make for Augusta 
and Savannah; In the latter, we may hear of 
bira raoying in the direction of Selma and Mo- 
bile, In either case, his journey is a long one, 
and we do not see that his success will decide 
any great question. Bv withdrawing from At- 
lanta and tearing up the railroad, ho give- us 
all the country between the two places. Bv 
going cither to "Mobile or Sfrvannah, he likewise 
abandons all the intermediate country; for it 
cannot beexpected that his force is large cnongh 
to spare garrisons all along the route sufficiently 
huge to keep the country; and such garrison's 
must inevitably be captured wherever they may 
be left. 

This movement, it is very possible, mav be 
regarded as formidable only because it is novel. 
In 6uch a light we arc disposed to regard it, for 
we cannot see any great object it would accom- 
plish without losing something equally valuable 
in the attempt to secure it. The similar move- 
ment made by Sherman bat spring ended in 
nothing except the injury inflicted on the pop- 
ulation as he passed along. If the people of the 
country are only true to themselves it mav be 
the means of securing us a great triumph. " In 
this connection wc arc glad to notice that that 
gallant soldier and true patriot, General Howell 
Cobb, is In the field, and at the head, we should 
judge, ef quite a considerable force. Gustavus 
Smith, too, is in the service (of the State of 
Georgia, and we hope the means will be afford- 
ed him to show himself that great oflicer which 
he has even where heretofore had the credit of 
being. With such men at the head of such a 
force as we arc informed Georgia can still fur- 
nish, it will be a very difficult job to march to 
Savannah, wc should think. It cannot, at least, 
be done with shouldered arms the whole march. 

Wc know not whether this march of Sher- 
man's was designedly so timed. But we think 
nothing is more certain than that Grant designs 
to make a grand attack all along our lines at a 
very early day, both naval and military. That 
he will he repulsed on both elements whenever 
he may try it, wc confidently believe, for we 
place the most Implicit confidence in our brave 
troops and their oflicers, and the great General 
by whom they are commanded. 

[Front the Richmond Enquirer, Noy. IS.] 

The very atmosphere seems to be charged 
w ith rnmors; borne on every breeze from the 
South, they circulate about the corners of Rich- 
mond after a somewhat tempestuous fashion, 
and the croakers, lew and ridiculous as usual, 
arc looking out for squalls. Sherman's position j 
is as yet not clearly defined, and consequently I 
tho field is open lor every sort of storv. Enough 
is known, however, to put to rest any fears that 
may be apprehended as to the success of anv 
such undertaking as tho one accredited to him 
by the intimations of the Northern press. 

The designs of Grant appear of a more im- 
portant character, and will in a few davs, no 
doubt, put on their conseqnenec and let iis see 
what they are. Heavily reinforced, he evident- 
ly intends to make a positive movement for the 
investment if not the capture of Richmond. 
All present indications point to a repetition of 
the recont movement bv both flanks, with a 
view of holding the ground advanced upon, and 
making the best of advantages as thev mav [.re- 
sent themselves. There is a quietus in the cam- 
paign of the Valley for the present. Wc will 
soon, however hear some interesting news from 
General Early. 

[From the Richmond Scu'luc], Not. 31.] 
A principal cansc of uneasiness with many cit- 
izens in this portion of tho Confederacy, in' con- 
nection with, the campaign of the enemy in 
Georgia, and the parts adjacent, is the appre- 
hension that the people there will not exhibit a 
spirit and devotion suitable to the occasion. It 
matter of equal pain and surprise to Virgin- 
ians when fold, as they sometimes are. that their 
confede rates iu some quarters do not display 
the self-sacrifice and courage demanded bv the 
necessity that is upon us all. In the natneof all 
that is manly and just and honorable this should 
not be the case. 

Situated on the immediate border, Virginia 
well knew that, iu the event of war, the heav- 
iest of the shock would fall upon her. Her more 
Sfjuthern sisters, more sensitive to the common 
wrongs and common dangers, or feeling them- 
selves less exposed, were quicker than she to 
dissolve the union with the States of the North. 
Virginia exerted herself to restore peace, and to 
establish it on safe and secure foundations. She 
pnrrurd bererTorteup to the very hour when 
war was declared against the Stores that had 
seceded. In that supreme moment she took 
instant position with her Southern sisters and 
marshalled for the fight. These Southern sisters 
have not forgotten the joy they felt at the ac- 
cession of Virginia. It was" celebrated with 
bonfires and artillery and song and universal 
gladness. 

It is with Georgia that we arc at this moment 
ost interested; for If is Georgia that now has 
it fly to bear the shock. Alas, for Georgia — 
c has been distracted by bad politicians. The 
letter before us says: "The course pursued bv 
Governor Brown and others is doing a great 
deal of mischief." For what sin of our people 
was It that in a time like this we should be af- 
flicted and distracted and weakened by such 
mad, inconsiderate, and fatai rulers? Governor 
Brown, in the government of his State, pavs 
but little regard to law. He seizes the salt 
of the citizens; he seizes the distilleries, 
without a particle of authority in law, but mere- 
ly because he judges it expedient. The Con- 
federate authorities, however, ho impedes at 
even - step of their legitimate dutv. He weakens 
public defence by an ill-liincd and unfound- 
ciomor about State rights. He assails the 
Confederate Administration at all points, and 
diligently sows the seeds of dissatisfaction and 
distrust. Did it need a prophet to tell that such 
a course would do "a great deal of mischief?" 
Docs it need a sage to tell that It will do a great 
deal more? As a consequence of such proceed- 
'ngs, Georgia is not ready, wc fear, for the shock 
bat is upon her. Instead of that united, ehrer- 
fn] ehthnilaetlc band of patriots which we might 
expect of her people, they arc divided about 
State rights, and peace conventions, and the 
like, Heaven forgive Governor Brown and Mr. 
Stephens, and such as they, for the mischief 
they have done. Heaven put it into their minds 
to retrieve thciratcps even now. Georiria will 
suffer, and the common cause will suffer, we 
fear, from the course they have pursued; but 
urely they will suspend their captious clamors 
at least till the present trial is over and past. 

We earnestly invoke the authorities and peo- 
ple of the adjacent States — of 8otith Carolina 
nnd Alalama the more especially — to sec in 
Georgia's cause their own and to reinforce her 
with the utmost assistance. If all will do their 
duty as they ought, Sherman will be utterly 
destroyed. If. from any timorous, jealous, or 
selfish calculation they "neglect it, retribution, 
swift and sure, eannoi but overtake them. 
[From the Richmond Wliic, Not. Jl.] 
Some time in the month of February last, 
we think it was, Gen. Sherman commenced one 
of those marvellous movements which the Yan- 
kees are so fund of announcing to an astonished 
world. It was indeed marvellous in Us concep- 
tion, nud -in the energy with which it was pros- 
ecuted up to a certain point. It would have 
been still moremarvellous had it been developed 
to the point of intended consummation. After 
the failure of the movement and Sherman's re- 
turn to Vicksburg, the Northern newspapers, 
seemingly forgetful of their recent premoni- 
tions, dcciaredil to be nothing more than a 
grand reconnoissance, intended only to effect 
tbe destruction of the crops and the railroads 
in Mississippi, and to inspire alarm in the Con- 
federate military authorities. No one, how- 
ever, believed but that it was indeed what it 
had been declared to be in advance — an auda- 
cit>us movement involving a vast and subtle 
■mbination, lookingtna permanent severance 
of communications between the Atlantic States 
nd the Gulf States, and the conquest of all tbe 
territory lying between the Tennessee river 
and the Gulf of Mexico, so far east as the line 
of the Macon and Atlanta Railroad. 
But a system of well-devised otistruction im- 
eded his march, and after crossing the State of 
! Mississippi, he found himself at Meridian still 
onfionted by a formidable force, while his own 
diminished supplies and the defeat of Smith 
warned him of the surely fatal consequences of 
prosecnting bis march. While it was yet time 
lie turned and fled, without striking a single 
blow, and reached Vicksburg again with an ar- 
my which, in this brief campaign, had suffered 
as mnch as if it had passed through a bloody 
battle. 

Wc refer to this episode in the history of the 
campaign of 1864, in order to exhibit an illus- 
tration of the danger which lieset the most mag- 
i Wcenl schemes and the most audacious enter- 
prises, and likewise because we find in it the aute- 
type ofSherman's present movement, admitting 
that report speaks truly, and the key to his ac- 
tual design. The departure from Atlanta and 
abandonment of the Chattanooga base imply an 
intention to seize some point on the coast for a 
new base, and to effect in this way the coveted 
severance of the Atlantic States from the Gulf 
States. Whether that objective point is on the 
Atlantic or on the Gulf remains to be seen. Be 
the course of his march what it may, our meth- 
ods of defence will be materially the same, and 
our resources very much the same in extent. 

When Sherman was careering across the State 
of Mississippi a prominent General iu our service, 
with full knowledge of the comparatively small 
and irregular force left to oppose him, "we are 
assured felt confident that, with proper energy, 
there were ample means at our disposal in that 
quarter for bis discomfiture, and to that end 
urged the prompt collection and vigorous em- 
ployment of heavy gangs of negroes in felling 
the timber across the roads ana otherwise ob- 
structing the possible lines of march of the en- 
emy, not only In his immediate front, but on 
his flanks, and, as far as practicable, in his rear. 
By this means his march might be delayed un- 
til his supplies would be exhausted, and a force 
concentrated for the exigency sufficient to in- 
sure his destruction. Added to this, our light 
cavalry should carry off or consume by the torch 
all kiads of subsistence on his flanks. In this 
simple, practicable way, and by resort to mili- 
tary resources, ol which wc have abundance in 
the Ihjeatrncd quarter, we doubt not Sherman 
may be caught in a toil from which there will be 



no possible escape for him? and, with that con 
fident expectation, we shall iook forward to his 
operations without the least apprehension. 

[From the Ricbmood Di?pat«.'i. Not. 21.] 

There is not much to be gathered from the 
Georgia papers about the armie3 cf Sherman or 
Hooef. The assault upon Atlanta on the 8th 
seems to have i been made under tbe mistake 
that the city was weakly defended. This mis- 
take being set light by finding a vigorous resist- 
ance, the assault was given up. Our troops at- 
tacked, under Gen. Ivcrson, about sunrise, and 
drove the enemy from a redoubt on the south 
side of the town, but were in turn forced back. 
On the cast side Gen. Lewis drove the enemy 
into their fortifications: but as they showed a 
good line, the assault was not pres 5 cd. It turned 
out, after the skirmishing was over, that the 
encmv had about twenty thousand men under 
Gen. Slocum. The Yankees were about evacu- 
ating the city preparatory to Sherman's great 
march, and sonic of the Yaakecs said they weTe 
going to Montgomery. 

Gen. Hood was at Columbia, Tennessee, on 
the 2d, with Thomas's troops ninety-eight miles 
in his rear. Forrest is said to be at Paducah. 

From Sherman's army wc have the intelli- 
gence that it is moving in two columns, as the 
report says, one upon Augusts and the other 
upon Macon. It Is not likely that he is about 
to separate bis columns for any length of time; 
and his line of march will probably be as fol- 
lows: The column marching on the Georgia State 
Road for Angnsta will go as far as Madison, sixty 
miles, and there, turning to the right, march oh 
Millcdgeviile, the capital of Georgia. The col- 
umn marching on Macon will probably go to 
Crawford's, within fifteen miles of the town, 
and there turn off to Mllledgeville and form a 
junction with the other body. By this move- 
ment Macon falls, and the enemy are at liberty 
to move on Augusta bv following the Georgia 
Central Railroad to llrinsonville. and then 
marching north, or on Savannah, by following 
the railroad to its terminus there." We shall 
soon hear of their cavalry around Maeon, and 
very near, possibly, to Augusta. Sherman is 
moving rapidly, and Is notjnnch troubled with 
transportation", ne has burned several stations 
at the depots be has passed, and is devastating 
the country generally In foraging. 

[From the Richmond Enqnlror, Nov. 21.) 
The Senate has passed a bill suspending for 
sixty days the section of the law which requires 
the State reserve force not to go beyond their 
respective States. This bill is eminently proper, 
since it enables the temporary concentration of 
an available force upon lines important not to 
one State, bnt to all the- States of the Confed- 
eracy. We hope it may be the pleasure of the 
House to act promptly npon this measure. In 
view of the threatened movement of Sherman 
Into the interior of Georgia, it becomes a matter 
of vital Importance that the reserves of South 
Carolina, Florida, Georgia, and Alabama be 
concentrated in his front. 

Never was there presented an opportunity so 
promising for the ruin of an armv as Sherman 
now offers In Georgia. He has abandoned At- 
lanta, not by retreating backward toward his 
fcriner base, hot by a forward movement to a 
new base on the coast. It is, nevertheless, a 
confession that Atlanta could not be retained, 
but must be given up; that he could not hold it 
nnd occupy it as a conquered, subjugated, re- 
claimed part of his own country; but that, after 
all sacrifices for its capture, it must be aban- 
doned and restored to its lawful owners. And 
thus it slides back into the "rebellion." Rather 
than make the open confession of a failure by a 
retreat into Tennessee, the enemy have de- 
termined to keep up appearances and to march 
on. not to subjugation and conquest, but to de- 
vastation and ruin, as fax a* possible, and to a 
new base on the coast. 

The bill just passed bv the Senate will enable 
the authorities to concentrate an auxiliary force 
in front of Sherman, and bring np reinforce- 
ments to the army that will dispute his march 
to the coast. The 'people of Georgia have now 
I he' opportunity of rivalling the people of Old 
Vircinia. The' enemy Is In earnest marching 
through their State. If they will oppose him in 
front, harass his flanks, hang upon his rear, re- 
tard his advance, capture and destroy his 
foragers, burn up stores iu the line of his march 4 
that cannot be removed, the disgrace of the 
march through the Confederacy to the Gulf or 
Atlantic will tic saved our country, and Georgia 
nnd Georgians will reap the reward of unend- 
ing glory, ns well as secure their national Inter- 
ests. Sherman has taught them how he makes 
war; he has given them to understand that what 
he leaves behind him will l>e of very little use to 
them; cinders and ashes alone mark the site of 
Atlanta, and her exiled people are wandering 
among their friends. The same fate await* 
every other city and the Inhabitants that may 
fall into his hands. Since, then, there is no 
prospect of ever regaiuing more than the ruins 
he mav j>ass over, what reason wonld forbid 
making a ruin of every town that could not 
be defended against him? Sherman will burn 
it: why should not tbe people anticipate 
him and deprive him of the supplies he will 
1* certain to find in every town he captures. 
We know that it is thankless advice to counsel a 
man to destroy his property, but when every 
assurance is lriven that the enemy will first seize 
the supplies of the family, and then burn the 
bouse, may we ntit advise, as the best policy, 
the really humane course, to send off the people 
from his' way, and bum nnd destroy all pro- 
visions that cannot be removed beyoud his 
reach? Sherman must depend, in a great mea- 
sure, iipoa his captured supplies. He knows 
that the cornfields of Georgia arc teeming with 
corn already gathered, and he relies on these 
supplies to "support Jiis army. The owner will 
never enjoy these crops; the Government will 
never draw one forage ration from them; but, 
unless destroyed, Sherman will march from 
field to field, from bam to barn, from house to 
bouse, from city to city, from county to county, 
consuming supplies, burning as he leaves, and 
will reach the coast, leaving Georgia devastated 
like the Palatinate. 

Is it not the duty of the military authorities to 
take this matter of destroying provisions Into 
their own hands, and not trust to frail man a 
duty so necessary to the country, yet 60 ruinous 
to himself? If legislation is required, wc hope 
the Congress will promptly act in this matter. 
Unlcs* wc deprive Sherman of supplies, he wUl 
march to the coast, and return again In the 
spring to continue further his march of ruin 
and devastation.

FROM CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CoxsTAsnsori.E, October, ISCi. 

Some of the European papers have lately con- 
tained varied accounts of the measures taken by 
the Ottoman Government on the subject of the 
so-called "Mussulman Protestants" at this cap- 
ital. The Times and Daily News each have 
similar articles, and the Gazette du Midi of 
France (a Catholic organ), expresses itself 
strongly in the Eame tone, I. e., each warmly 
commending the course pursued bv the Porte. 

In a preceding letter I mentioned that there 
was a considerable body of Mussulmans iu Con- 
stantinople who demanded a reform in sotno 
points of the Koran. These, it is believed, are 
not in any other sense Protestants than iras- 
mnch as they protest against the interpretation 
of the Koran by the four great eommentators, 
whose comments still govern the Mussulman 
world, and claim a reform in consonance with 
the times In which they live. Thev do not touc h 
upon what may be called the reallv spiritual 
part of the great Islam prophet's religion, but 
simply on certain dogmas affecting his follow- 
ers' career and gratiticatioBs in the present life. 

TWO CLASSES OF MrsSlLMAItS. 

•"here arc at the present time a large numl<er 
of Mussulmans who are Indifferent to the ob- 
servance of many important parts of Islamisia. 
They are not, however, in any respect Chris- 
tians, and, indeed, aro quite as much Impressed 
against the latter as any others. They are 
simply worldly people, more ocenpied with the 
concerns, and the enjoyments of the present, 
than thoughtful of the fatnro life. Manv of 
them have visited "civilized Europe," and re- 
turned worse Mussulmans, and it is feared not 
better men. The real honest, good Mussulman 
is he ymo has no knowledge of Christian civili- 
zation, and Is only now to be found in Ujc In- 
terior Of Asia Minor, where he still wears the 
eastern dress and turban of the earlier davs of 
bis faith. He has not the least sympathy "with 
the reforms and improvements of what he holds 
to be the land of the infidels; is temperate and 
true, and can be trusted with entire confidence. 
This cannot be said of the modern Mussulman 
of Stambonl, w ho has adopted the customs, 
the habits, and many of the vices of the infidels, 
and laid aside much' of what is good and com- 
mendable in his own faith. He fretjuents the 
balls, theatres, and other places of tbe christian 
popnlation of the capital, and apes the manners 
of what he holds to be fashionable and modish 
people. 

DOMESTIC LIFE. 

Tills change has extended even into his own 
family; his wife wonld follow his example, and, 
divesting herself of her veil, appear fn public 
with her face naksd; probably she would even 
visit the same places of amusement, and flirt 
with men— Christian or Mussulman — because 
such Is now the mode. There arc examples 
where tbe young Mussulman's heart has been 
touched by the lair face of the infidel; he has 
married her, and she bore him children, which 
must be brought up in his faith. It is not diffi- 
cult to imagine how much her maternal inliu- | 
encc has affected the minds of these, and pre- 
pared thejn for the reforms now claimed bv a 
considerable number of the inhabitants of Stam- 
bonl. Such marriages arc allowed by Islam 
law, and there are several instances of Pachas 
wbese Greek wives have retained their own 
faith. 

The children, however, are all required to be 
Mussulmans. There are now but few Moham- 
medans of the capital who have more than one 
wife. Mothers of rank will not give their

It cannot be supposed 
linn he witnesses the demands of the reformers 
wiib much satisfaction, as any deviation from 
his interpretation of the faith weakens his own 
hold upon the minds of his people. 

A'l'rAl KS frfOB Tilt: KOHAN. 

To attempt to prove the fallacy of the Koran, 
to convert Mussulmans to Christianity in the 
Sultan's own capita), is a direct offence against 
himself, and could be severely punished iu his 
own Christian subjects. AH foreigners here 
arc considered as being on the footing ol guests, 
and it is scarcely prudent or courteous to offer 
^ gross an outrage upon the Sultan's hospi- 
tality as to publish books in Turkith aud spreod 
tin m throughout the capital, showing that the 
prpphet wee an impostor, and his faith a mat- 
ter of abhorrence. Religious zeal, however, 
overlooks much that is generous and discreet, 
and leads some to desire to extend their own 
belief or spiritual impressions, if not by the 
sword, at least by its more powerful competi- 
tor, the pen, in such a manner as to more than 
jeopard the good which they might eltect by 
quie t precept and example. 

Several years ago a work appeared in the 
East, in tho Persian language, culled Afiiamel 
Jluk, or the "Scales of Truth," written by an 
erudite missionary, Dr. Pfander, an Anglo-Ger- 
man, who has long resided In Persia. It was 
printed In London. Recently this work ap- 
1 e ai ei! here in Turkish, translated by tbe same 
I'laboi ale Oriental scholar, printed likewise in 
England. It was introduced into Stamboul in 
a secre t manner, without passing through the 
Custom House, and is more an attack upon 
I .- hi in i- in than an exposition of Christianity, and 
so soon called for an able rcfuUl by one eif the 
uliuias of this capital. In this the same mis- 
sionary mrdc a weighty reply in Turkish. I am 
not aware that any other missionary has ever 
written and published anything here against 
[slain lam. For reasons which arc obvious to 
any discreet man, the course pursued by Dr. 
Pfander was condemned by many of the other 
mi.-sionaricf. here, and by none more forcibly 
than the Americans, whose lab' irs arc confined 
almost entirely to the Christians of the Bast, 
amone vthom they sell cheap translations of 
the Bible and Testament, and other works of a 
religious and moral character, not even of a 
sectarian color. Their plan is not to proselyte 
but to instruct, and to place the sources of the 
truth and the simplicity of original Christianity 
in the possession of all classes of people.

COLONEL R. II. G. MISTY AND THE {TO MICHI 
GAN CAVALRY. 
One of the cavalry camps near the fort on 
Shelby street was tho scene of a very pleasant 
reunion on the J 6th hist. The 4th Michigan 
cavalry, Colonel K. H. G. Minty's old regiment 
after two years and three months of nninter 
rupted hard service at the faont. had \ een sent 
here to remount. On the occasion referred to 
the Colonel, in behalf of the friends of the regi 
inent in Flint, Michigan, presented hr war 
worn troopers with a beautiful stand of eclors 
tbe gift of the ladies of Flint. Tho prcseiHa 
tion letter was read by Captain Robert Bur 
A. A. General of Colonel Mintr's.hrigade, anu a 
committee appointed to reply. 

The flag is a model of neatness and good taste. 
In the centre of a groundwork of rich blue silk 
is the national coat of arms, with a star for each 
State. Around thlB centre, tastefully arranged 
in handsome gilt letters, the names of twelve 
battles In which tbe regiment has fought. In 
the centre of -the opposite side there is the 
coat of arms of the State of Michigan, and this 
Latin motto, "In jure rincimus," and around 
the border, as on the other side, the names of 
twelve other battle-fields.* This flag was ready 
for presentation in April last, but the regiment 
had left before it conld be forwardeel, and has 
only now become so settled in camp as to give 
opportunity for tbe presentation. On a silver- 
plate on the staff stand engraved the names of 
sixteen other battles in which this noble regi. 
inent has fought i-ince the flag was finished, dur 
ing the memorable campaign against Atlauta 
Among the battle-fields on the flag are Stone 
River, ShelbyviHe, Franklin, Sparta, Middleton, 
Rover, Unioaville, Liberty, 8now Hill, McMin- 
ville, Lebanon, Chickamauga, Reed's BriSge, 
Hill Creek, Chattanooga, Cleveland; on the 
Trer plate, Rome, Kingston, Dallas, Powder 
Spring, Big Shanty, Kine*aw Mountain, Chatta- 
hoochie. Covington, Stone Mountain. Lattiuicr 
Mills, Flat 8hoals, Lovejoy's Station, Jones- 
bore, and Atlanta. The whole number being 
forty, and this makes bo account of minor sklr- 
inishes which might be added, swelling this 
number to hundreds.

Whe'n Rosecrans advanced toward Tullaho- 
nia, Mintv's brigade, after a hard fight, drove ft 
heavy force of the enemy from ShelbyrUle, kill- 
ing and wonndiug a great number and cap tar- 
ing COO prisoners, with three pieces of artillery. 
When Br:.gg. reinforced by Longstreet, fell 
upon Kosccraus's army on the l'.uh of Septem- 
ber, 18C3, MIbiv, wjth bis brigade, fought the 
advancing columns of the enemy one day almost 
alone, and, by a scriesof brilliant cavalry move- 
ments, held the whole rebel army at bay until 
the General could collect his scattered troops; 
and the General himself said that his cavalry 
here saved his army. ■ During Sherman's last 
campaign. Mintv, with his brigade, was always 
where hard work and desperate fighting we're 
to be performed. His command was detached 
from Garrard's divUien. and formed a part of 
the force that, under Kilpalrick, passed around 
ti c two niniies, cutting the Macon Railroad, af- 
ter the disastrous failures of McCook and Stone- 
man. Here, near Lovejoy's Station. Colonel 
Minty led his brigade — his own old regiment, 
the 1th Michigan, lieing in the centre — iu one 
of the roost brilliant and successful csivalry 
charges of the war, literally cutting his way 
through the rebel army aud saving Kilpatrick's 
command. 

Minty 8 brigade has been known as the 1st 

brigade, 2d caTalrv division, and was composed 
of the 4th United States, 7th Pennsylvania, and 
Ith Michigan cavalry. In the reorganization 
now going on it is to be known as the 2d brig- 
ade of the 2d division, and will consist of the 
lib Mic h igan , 7th Pennsylvania, aud 1st, 3d, 
aud 4th Ohio.

CiNcnf jtATi, Nor. 29. 
The Commercial's Washington despatch has 
the following of affairs at Richmond: "The 
Sentinel of the 25th has the following: Nothing 
unusual occurred yesterday or day before below 
Richmond. We have received reports in North- 
ern papers of the near completion of the Dutch 
Gap Canal. This canal Is an Improvement 
much needed, and will be of signal benefit to 
those of our citizens engaged in navigating the 
Jnmes river when the enemy are driven from 
Virginia, our independense achieved, and our 
ports opened to the commerce of the world. 
It will prove of little use to the enemy in their 
operations against Richmond. Our troops are 
in fine condition. Clothing, blankets, and 
shots are dally being issued to them, and full 
rations o flour, meat — beef er bacon — sweet po- 
tatoes, sugar, mohuscs, coffee, rice, salt, Ac., 
are given them. 

In the rebel Congress, on Friday, resolutions 
were offered by Mr. Leech, of North Carolina, 
conciliatory to the United States, and favoring 
ciflc measures on a basis of recognition of 
State Rights and the original status of slavery. 
They were unanimously rejected. 

During a few remarks made after the rejec- 
tion, he said he did not believe there was any 
member present who, representing the opinions 
f his constituents, desired peaceap any other 
terms than an unc onditional receijfcion by the 
North of the independence of the South. His 
remarks created applause in the galleries. 
Attorney-General Bates's resignation takes 
fleet on Wednesday, 30th Inst., lie leaves for 
St. Louis on Friday evening, via New York, in 
wltich latter place be will make a brief visit. 

The President and Secretary of the Treasury 
have completed their instructions to the agents 
of the Treasury Department for trade with in- 
sunectionary districts.

Buried alive ! What a fearful import is con- 
veyed In those tw» words! What visions of 
horror do they conjure up, constituting in an- 
ticipation, at icast, one of tho most exouisitc 
tortures imaginable. An unnatural death is at 
nil times linked in thought with the feelings of 
inilc liRable awe, but the idea of dying under 
such horrible circumstances, conscious of the 

inevitable fate which a few moments will bring 

struggling to be frscd from the dread chamber 
ol death, but unable to avert the certain door/>— 
Is maddening. One can almost imagine the 
choking suffocation, the frenzied and ineffectual 
efforts to break through the dull earth and burat 
Into tbe free air of bearen, and the iasagiuing 
causes the blood to curdle and chill iu horror. 
The vciy possibility of such a fate haunts manv 
people like a spectre, and invests death with a 
frigbtfulnesB it would not otherwise possess. 

One of the mosi curious cases ot this genus 
Which has ever been recorded, has just occurred 
at Hyde Park, near this city — a ease which has 
almost balllcd the skill of physicians of known 
ability and high repute. During Wednesday 
I niirht last, Alexander McLeod. a young man of 
17 or in years of age, residing with, and the 
sola support of an ai;ed grandmother, was at- 
tacked with severe tits of vomiting aud purging, 
lie did not, however, appear to be dangerously 
ill, and told his relative, who was aroused from 
her bed, to return to her room, or she would 
make herself sick. The old lady did so, aud, 
finding that her grandson soon became quiet, 
went to sleep, and thought no more of the oc- 
currence until morning, when, on entering his 
room, .he was horrified at finding him dead. 
These who assisted to prepare the corpse for 
burial noticed that the llesh was remarkably 
pliable and undeathlike; the eyes remained nam" 
rally closed, the features hod not the rigidity of 
death, nor had the face lost Its natural fresh- 
ness. These circumstances aroused the at- 
teulice. of the friends, and Dr. Bogue, of th'u 
city, wjs summoned to give his opinion regard- 
ing the death of the youth. After an investiga- 
tion, he affirmed that life had certainly departed, 
and that the patient had died of cliofsra morbus. 
On the strength of this decision, an inquest was 
held upon the remains, and a verdict of "died 
by naluial causes" returned. The body was 
then placed iu a oollin, and the fuueral ordered 
foe next day. On Friday, however, blood com- 
menced to flow rather freely from tke nose, and 
the burial was deferred until Sunday afternoon. 
In the interim, the corpse was closely watched, 
but still the features retained their life-like 
pliability. On Sunday morning a funeral ser- 
mon was preached in the church by Itev. S. 8. 
Smith, of Cleaverville, who, in the afternoon, 
was invited to officiate at the burial services, 
but when the time for the funeral ar- 
rived, the friends still declined to take the re- 
ponsibility of burying the body, and it was left 
uuinterred. Yesterday evening, a number of 
ph> siciaus. left the city for the purpose of thor- 
oughly investigating the body, and in our next 
issue wc will be able to give the result of their 
deliberations. The body is described as pre- 
senting the appearance of reeling in a natural 
alee-p — the eves arc not sunk, nor have the fea- 
tures set. There is no death-like smell pro- 
ceeding from the body, and the blood appears 
lo still be retained in the veius. If death has 
really ensued, this is one of tho most extraor- 
dinary cases which has ever liccn noticed, and 
will well repay medical investigation. McLeod 
was a young man of full, florid Hhbit. He had 
been a member of the 13ith Illinois (hundred 
da>) infantry, nnd for some months previous to 
being mustered out of the service had been in 
delicate health. Still no serious consequences 
were anticipated, aud the day previous to his 
demli, if death it be, he was in usual health and 
spirits. — Chicago 7'ribune. 



EzpfjOaron op a Powber Mill .vTNuwnrRa 
— A Man Blown to Atoms — The nsnaUy quiet 
and staid town of Newburg was startled from 
its equanimity early on Tuesday morning by a 
most terrible explosion, which happened some 
three miles we-t of the town on the Newborg 
and EUerville plank road. The scene of the 
disaster was at the Rogers powder works, now 
occupied and used by Messrs. Smith A Rand as 
a manufactory of powder. The huilaiugs were 
very old, and had been used for the purpose of 
manufacturing and rcfiniug powder daring the 
wuroflM2. Tbey cover a space of nearly an 
acre, and are all one story in height, with w o I- 
cn roofs and stone foundations. At the time of 
the explosion there was bnt one man in the 
building, n German named John Schmidt, who 
it seems, was in the act of seivlng and grading 
the powder when, by some fatality, the three 
tons of powder stored in the building became 
iguited, and the explosion took place. The uu- 
foitunatc man was blown to atoms in the 
twinklig of :in eye, parts of his liody being af- 
terward found at the space of half a mile from 
the store-house. The head was found iu an ad- 
joining brook, and fragments of flesh, charred 
and burnt, were picked up in the vicinity of the 
explosion. The shock was felt in Goshen, 
Marlboro', and other tiwnsin a radius of tweu- 
ty Liiles. In the town of Newburg the win- 
dows of several dwellings were broken, doors 
sprung open, nud a scene of general confusion 
aiidjlismay ensued. 

People jumped out of their beds and ran into 
the streets In a -state of di<kabille, women 
screamed, dogs barked, and, in fact, the whole 
town was turned topsy-turvy for a half an hour 
or more. Neighbor questioned neighbor as to 
the cause of the tumult, without obtaining sat- 
isfactory answers to their anxious queries. 
Some supposed that the long-expected rebel 
raiders from Canada had arrived at last, and 
were then bombarding the town. A number 
of valiant Loval Leaguers proposed, as the 
only altei native to save their property and lives 
from destruction, that a committee of the citi- 
zens should be appointed to wait ujiou the 
raiders and surrender the town. The clerk in 
one of the principal hotels iu Newburg solcmn- 
ly ass*rt* that be was turned over twice while 
peacefully reposing on his couch. Mr. Schmidt 
leaves :> wife and child lo deplore his untimely 
end.— .V. Y. \V»rld. *

lo Stafford county, opposite 
:.nd there is a wide, wild sceno 
neither fences nor trees for 
leagues on leagues, houses deserted and burnt 
and so many roads to the enormous camps of 
Hooker, which extended nineteen square miles, 
that the oldest inhabitants are In danger of los- 
ing themselves in their native county. The 
Ijicv House is a baronial pile in the extent of its 
buildings, and its terraced grounds and gardens 
ore iu keeping. Ruin reigns thero also. Tho 
walls of the large, olel-fa.-hioncd rooms, and eren 
the pillars of the porches are scrawled and bc- 
scribbled with obscure Yankee names and ob- 
scene Yankee phrases and pictures. Further 
back on a higher range of hills, commanding 
ihe whole country, are the walls of the Phillips 
House, which was burnt out of spite by Stone- 
mon, because his brother officers objected to his 
using it as bis private quarters. What a picture 
of ravaged beauty is to be seen from the height 
on which this house stands! 

Strange to tell, Stafford countv, naturally 
sterile and sparsely peopled, is now richer and 
more thickly settled than it has been since the 
colonial days. It is debatable land, in which 
neither Confederate nor Yankee rule is acknowl- 
edged, and it is filled with deserters, who have 
grown rich by gathering and selling the im- 
mense debris of Hooker's camps to Washington 
or Richmond purchasers, as happened to be 
most convenient, for these lawless people care 
but little lor cither side. Hooker's incredible 
relics have not yet been all gathered in, for I 
saw in Fredericksburg and at Hamilton's Cross- 
ing great idles of old iron, and fragments of 
tents, blankets, and overcoats, which were just 
leady to be sent lo Richmond. 

A number of refugees have returned to Fred- 
ericksburg, which contains now somc»slx or 
tight hundred souls, principally women and 
old men. Their spirit is unabated; fheir hatred 
c f the Yankees is quenchless; their faith in the 
cause and their cheerfulness arc worthy of all 
praise and universal imitation. When bur last 
call for nun was made, a week or so ago, 
Ficdeilck.-burfi ent down one volunteer eift* 
jenrs old, and another of seventeen; and, while 
1 was there, half a dozen boys of fifteen and six- 
teen were complaining because General Kemper 
wouldn't let them volunteer in the old Fred- 
ericksburg companies, and join Lee's army at 
once, instead of waiting for the reserves to be 
ordered out. 
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BbWI War Bulletin upon Tint Fall ok 
Nankin — The great Tacping rebellion, which 
originated in a local revolt of the heavily-taxed 
) ovulation of oue of the southern prorinces of 
China, and by the mingled fanaticism and statc- 
craftof that remarkable enthusiastic Hung Sin 
Tsiien, gradually extended itself through all 
that poitiou of the empire of which Canton is 
the commercial centre, has come to nn end. In 
its duration it overspread ncailv a decade and a 
half, and throughout the strange vicissitudes of 
its progress, the sympathies of Christendom 
have been swayed alternately for it and against 
it. The dreani at one time indulged In, that 
the success ol the "long- hnired rebel" would be 
the signal of a complete reformation and reor- 
ganizatloh of the Mongolian race ou a modern 
basis, had died away long before the imperial 
toldlery compressed their siege lines about tho 
rebel capital. Aided by the Europeans, who 
bare been on the ground with a considerable 
fleet, and that which was better than a fleet, 
competent oOiccrs, who Infused into mili- 
tary movements the spirit of European tactics, 
the' Celestials lately succeeded in shutting up 
the Tnepings in Nankin, and fiualiy in taking 
the city by assault. 

The 'Imperial War Gazette announcing this 
result is of the most amusing character. Noth- 
ing shows better the difference between the Ori- 
ental mind nud that of the West than the style 
of this curious public paper. After going over 
the whole history of the rebellion from Its be- 
ginning, it continues: "The cup of crime and 
wickedness was at lemrth filled up, and gods 
and men were alike revenged. Our imperial 
father, the late Emperor, whose temple style is 
Wen Juing Ilsien, was as mad us thunder", and 
wiih the utmost tcverity carried on the war of 
e; termination.'.' 

Death unfortunately stepped in liet ween the 
thundcr-niad Emperor and his victim. "Onr 
Imperial father ascended on the dragon," nnd 
the war was left to the intant child and his sol- 
emu regency of mandarins. 

The progress of the present campaign is 
sketched in a manner that reminds us of the 
Biblical account of the war of the Israelites 
with their Canannitc enemies. But the descrip- 
tion of the taking of Nankin is rather of the 
lie meric cost. The leaders are represented as 
doing nil the fighting. 

"Li Chcn-ticn oncl Wu TsnngKuo with others 
commenced to mine even under the guns of the 
wall where the fire was the hottest. * * Li 
ChcE-tien, Wu Minc-tiang and others, outslrip- 
ii g their soldiers, made for the breach, whilo 
he soldiers themselves racing on flung i in in- 
ches in a body into the opening.'' The rebels 
c'liilstd this with spirit, and the Imperial 
roops lei] back in some confusion.

Alter the fort iC col ions had been scaled the 
ombat became of the most sanguinary and 
crrific nature. "Within three davs more than 
i c hundred thousand men were slaughtered, 
omprhing those fellows who called themselves 
princes, field- marshals, and heavenly generals, 
as well as a miscellaneous collection of high 
ohd low officials, to the number of more than 
thrpc thousand. To sum up all not a single 
individual escaped." 

As it appeal's from French sources that the 
whole bod? of the rebels, consisted of only eigh- 
tcen thousand men, wo Jiu-t, of course, refer 
this statement to the vigor of the eastern imag- 
tnatll n. The Empress dowagers, we are told, 
are exceedingly delighted with the victory, arid 
it is ascribed mainly to their prescience aud po- 
litical wisdom. 

"Thev knew how to choose fit persons to 
whi m to intrust this great undertaking, so that 
everywhere there was the greatest unanimity, 
and both civil and military olficers girded them- 
selves for the tosk f.et before them, which has 
now been fully accomplished. Our Imperial 
father, now enthroned in heaven, will congrat- 
ulate himself on the turn affaire have taken, 
v bile the inhabitants of the world, from the 
highest to the lowest, will be grateful." 

A Inter bulletin announces that the remnant 
of the rebels who survived the destruction of 
Nankin have been driven from Hoochou; that 
at present they do not hold a single fortified 
town, and that even where they arc throwing 
down their arms. The regency and mandarins 
are in high spirits at this, and felicitate them- 
selves in metaphors doubtless very forcible to 
Oriental cars. Orders having been given that 
detac hments of soldiers be marched in every di- 
rection, in order to cut down the ecattcred and 
despairing enemy, the Generals are assured that 
"now that Nankin is recovered and the rebel 
power is like broken tiles, to take advantage of 
the victory and advance tho troops will provo 
as easy as splitting canes."

igj-'Thc poor yc have always with yon," and 
the pressing calls of poverty and suffering come 
to us from every quarter. Immediate relief is 
required at the Hospital for Refugees, on Broad- 
way. There is terrible destitution among its 
unhappy inmates, and there U hardly an artiele, 
which may be deemed superfluous in our city 
families, that will not be thankfully received, 
and put to somepresent use. Squalid misery, 
such as appears there, appeals to every charita- 
ble instinct of our natures. Nor is the range of 
charity to be directed to this single location. 
The approaching winter will be very trying to 
the poor, and while we have many laudable as- 
sociations, directed by energetic managers, to 
carry relief to the homes of want, it must al- 
ways be recollected that private exertion can 
find out those who ore deterred from making pub- 
lic appeals for|aid. A contemporary^ very justly 
remarks, that, if the people of any country were 
systematic in private charity, they would be a 
wealthy people, for judicious benevolence reacts 
on whole public interests. The Hebrews are, as a 
class, worthy of universal Imitation In this re- 
spect. Among all the beggars that throng the 
streets of tho world, who ever saw ■ Jew beg- 
ging? And thssv is not because there are no 
poor among them. They are by no means tree 
from the ills of poverty. But they take care of 
their own poor, and are, as a class, comfortable 
in the world. It would add £ an inestimable 
amount to the sum of human happiness in every 
city if every reader of this would at once set 
•bout the work of relieving some suffering per- 
son or fr.mily, or families. And this should not 
be by a spasmodic charity, which bestows a 
large dinner one day and leaves the beneficiary 
to starvation for a week. It should be by pro- 
Tiding the poor with a certain dependence, as a 
basis on which to rest while seeking health or 
work. A loaf of bread per day guaranteed to a 
email family, and regularly given, costing but 
little to the pocket of the wealthy, would be 
like a large capital affording a regular income 
to a rich man. It would do more good than the 
value of three hundred loaTes expended in dif- 
fuse charity. 

Horses fob oub Aktis.vss. — London, New 
York, and other large cities have been of lato 
years exerting themselves to improve the hyge- 
Ine and increase the comforts of the working 
classes in their crowded localities. It unfortu- 
nately never ocenrs to those who possess philan- 
thropy as well as capital, that they should guard 
against the evils of densely crowded populations 
rather than exert themselves to remove thorn 
when they arc found to exist. Preventive meas- 
ures are neglected, but remedial efforts are al- 
ways entered upon In such haste that they gen- 
erally fail. The benefits which must result from 
the practical consideration of these subjects can 
be best secured by cities when they are develop- 
ing themselves. Then benevolent enterprises 
and pecuniary speculations can work together. 
When a city becomes densely populated before 
precautions are taken to comfortably house the 
people, expedients will be resorted to, such as 
"Working Men's Homes" and "lodging- 
houses," and they always arc abandoned, prin- 
cipally on account of the great cost of land. 
But cities like Louisville, which is just 
beginning to feel her inability to shel- 
ter her working classes, should take time by 
the forelock, and adopt precautionary measures. 
We arc now entering upon a system of street 
railroads, and shall soon have laterals which 
will run out the cross streets from the river, and 
on the very limits of the city there is spacious 
room for building purposes. The land there is 
cheap, and, as we have suggested on previous 
occasions, companies should be formed to erect 
comfortable tenements not to exceed two hun- 
dred dollars a year rent, while noat cottages for 
■mailer families should bo graded at from eight 
to twelve dollars a month. These would be in 
suburban villages, and the street railroads could 
be of great benefit in securing easy access. We 
have outlets in every direction to lead to build- 
ing spots as these railroads are extended. Who 
will take the initiative for the formation of a 
building eompanj ?

Tin Hoo Tratvr. — Major-General Burbrid^e 
telegraphed to Colonel Faiileigh yesterday to 
issue an order removing all restrictions from the 
hog trad* in Kentucky. Gen. B. has revoked 
his order. This leaves the market free, and 
farmers can dispose of their hogs as they see 
proper. 

Mcr>— Ocr 8trkkts.— Whenever it rains, 
which it takes a notion to do (juitc often, our 
streets become rivers of thin mud. The water 
"tands in pools at almost every corner, and the 
crossings are lost to view beneath the sea of 
slnsh. If you want to cross from one side of 
the street to the other you must wade, regard- 
less of polished boots, and are never certain 
whether yon touch safe bottom or not. Main 
street.in particular, just now, is in an abominable 
state. Mud, mud everywhere greets the eye- 
sight, and as the street cars glide smoothly over 
the rails beneath the sluice, one is at a loss to 
determine whether they move on wheels, or 
•ail on the bosom of 6ome dark, narrow lake. 
As theomnlbnses rattle dowB the street, splash, 
splash goes the mad, and, as the circling wheels 
disturb the placid bosom, the waves surge from 
pavement to pavement. 

Everywhere throughout the city mud is king. 
It Hows In bioad rivers and submerges the 
crossings. It soils our boots and drabbles the 
ladies' skirts. It is splashed by carriages and 
waded with delight by mischievous urchins. In 
looking over an old magazine Just alter a luck- 
less adventure upon the streets, we came across 
the following poem, appropriate cf the muddy 
season in Louisville, and were so pleased with 
it that we couldn't resist the temptation of 
transferring it to the columns of the Journal. 
Here it is:

Testerday the streets were hi a condition Ot 
navigation by crafts of shallow draught. 
The warm, bright sun did not shine without ef- 
fect, and At night the thin mud had partially 
disappeared. If we should ever feel Uke com- 
mitting suicide by drowning in the rainy sea- 
son, we would would seek no further than the 
stagnant pool at the crossing near the post- 
office. A plunge into its dark, unfathomable 
depths would either cure the disease or fur- 
nish a lonely grave far, far below in 
the regions of darkness. The light of 
day would never rcnetratc the water, and 
the sleep would be one of oblivious quiet. The 
mud is beginning to disappear, but before to- 
morrow night we may be deluged with another 
rain, and may llounder in another sea of slnsh. 
There la a wide room for improvements in the 
drainage of Louisville, and the city fathers 
might render themselves immortal by voting 
for and insisting that the streets shall lie 
scraped more frequently. Let us live on dry 
land or become navigators at Jonce. Let there 
be no half-way principles. Lot us have gondo- 
las and canals, or let us rejoice in Una fir ma 
and carriages. 

Major TiiEonin.cs Stbki.k. — Theopilus 
Steele, son-in-law of Dr. Breckinridge, who 
signs his name Major and C. S. A., has at last 
come to grief. lie was captured a few days, 
ago in Owen county, and was received In this 
city yesterday. The Major has been In com- 
mand of a gang of outlaws, and, judging from 
his outfit, he has met with no little success In 
plundering the people of Kentucky. His rich 
gray suit, and the quantity of brass buttons 
and gold lace he display*, do not speak of pri- 
vations, or of a poor, down-trodden cause. The 
gaudy plumage of the Major is sadly out of 
keeping with the poverty of the rebel govern- 
ment, lie sports entirely too much gold laoe 
to prove his honesty as a soldier. The Confed- 
eracy Is not supplied with such articles as com- 
pose the Major's elegant outfit. Theophllns 
mu6t either have stolen (politely confiscated) 
the articles from some of the stores In Ken- 
tucky, or have had them smuggled to him from 
Louisville or Cincinnati. If the latter theory is 
correct, then the greenbacks with which they 
were purchased; were obtained in one of the 
Major's raids. Of course, he "confiscated" the 
property in the name of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment, but it was done after the fashion of a 
brigand and an outlaw, 

The >l»i° r Vill pardon us if we touch upon a 
sensitive point, but he should have been too 
high-toned and loo sensitive in regard to his 
honor to consent to become the leader of a 
guerilla band in Kentucky. We can respect a 
brave, honorable foe, but despise the coward 
who skulks in the roar of our armies for the 
purpose of robbing defenceless citizens. The 
Major would like to be treated as a prisoner of 
war, but this honor has been denied him. Col. 
Faiileigh sent him to the Barracks Prison — the 
place where outlaws and disorderly soldiers arc 
confined — and, wiitLa ball and chain attached 
to his leg, Theophmis does not stand much 
chance of effecting his escape. He has fallen 
into bad hands, and must make the best of it. 
If his quarters arc more strong than comfort- 
able, and lus food more substantial than pala- 
table, he must not grumble, for outlaws can ex- 
pect nothing better. 

This Oitositioji c* Mars.— To-day the oppo- 
sition of Mars to the Sun will take place, and to 
astronomers will be quite an event in astrolo- 
gical history. This planet may now be seen, on 
any evening when the sky is clear, in the north- 
west, 60on after sunset. It has a most beautiful 
flery-red brilliancy and Is rapidly approaching 
the zenith to come in opposition to the sun. 
The last two oppositions ef Mars occurred in 
"uly, 18C0, and on October 5, 18G2. That which 
ill take place to-day, will bo followed by an. 
other on January 10, 1807. These oppositions 
or occultations, transpire atfintervals of about 
iwo years. As the orbit of Mars Is quite eccen- 
tric, or departs very considerably from a circle, 
' its distance from the earth at Its successive 
perigees is not the same, Imt greatly varies. 
On July 22, 1860, it was very near, or only 
thirty-seven and one-third millions of miles 
from us; on September 28, 1862, its least dis- 
tance was thirty-eight and three-quarter mil. 
I.ons; at its next perigee on November 22, it 
Till be nearly Cfty-one millions from as, and 
Then nearest at the opposition of early in Jan- 
tary, 1867, its distance w411 not be less than 
6ixty and one-half millions. 

Jursk at Nkwcasti.b.— We understand that 
m Monday, Jesse, with twenty of his gang, 
honored Newcastle with his presence, and spent 
the day with the citizens. Capt. Bridgewater 
has been ordered to scour Ilcnry and adjoining 
counties with a force of two hundred mounted 
men, and hunt down the thieving gangs. 

— A young man while 
pasting np Sixth street yesterday afternoon, be- 
tween Walnut and Chestnut, was very suddenly 
taken with a fit, and prostrated on the pave- 
ment He was picked up and kindly cared for. 
The 6hock passed in an hour, but left him pale 
and wt»'i.

bright, and the air breathing of the mildness, 
sweetness, and fragrance of early spring. The 
streets were crowded, and everybody appeared 
to be as happy as the sunshine.

AFi Ants; a West Ti \\k- -m — Gen. Loring 
occupies Holly Springs with a division of Hood's 
army, 5, 000 strong. His pickets extend to Cold- 
water. His designs are not known, but they 
are, doubtlees, to cheek any attempt to send 
forces to Sherman via Memphis, and to aid the 
campaign now attempted by Hood in the vicin- 
ity of Nashville. Colonel Moore has been 
made General Commanding West Tennessee by 
General Forrest, and is said to be at or near 
CollierviUc. ne is lushing the conscription, 
and causing the arrest of all who have deserted 
from the rebel army. He has issued orders to 
take every deserter, dead or alive. Many who 
had never served in the rebel army are taken 
under this call. Two men who offered resis- 
tance, several days since, were shot dead near 
Collierville. Rebel oflicers have a complete 
list of residents between the Loosahatchie and 
State line road, and are on the march. On 
Wednesday night last, a squad appeared at the 
wagon-yard of James Lec, two miles from 
White's Station, for the purpose of arresting 
him. He was in bed at the time, but received 
warning of their approach, amd escaped by 
jumping from the window, with no clothing 
but his shirt. It is thought he escaped to 
Memphis. Lee shot a rebel cotton-burning and 
conscripting officer in Mississippi last winter. 
He was a Captain.

In the rebel House of representatives on the 
2. r itb, Mr. J.T. Leach, of North Carolina, offered 
the following preantble and resolutions: 

Whereas, The unfriendly interference of the 
citizens of the non-slaveholding States with re- 
served rights of States was the cause of this 
cruel, bloody, and relentless war; and whereas, 
the citizens of the slave States in an unirardcd 
moment, under the influence of unwise counsels, 
without mature deliberation as to the fearful 
consequences, made the election of Abraham 
Lincoln the occasion for precipitating the Con- 
federate States out ef the Union, followed by a 
fearful train of consequences; arid whereas, we, 
the Hepresentatives of the people, desire to 
place ourselves fairly before the civilized world 
ns anxious to Becure an honorable and perma- 
nent peace, therefore 

Risotred, That any attempt to infringe npon 
the ir served rights of the States should be ro- 
sh-tcd by all lawfnl means. 

Xfsolred, That when the United States shall 
signify its willingness to recognize these rights, 
and guarantee citizens their rights of property 
as provided by the Constitution and laws of 
Congress, we will agree to treat for peace on 
such terms as may be agreed upon by commis- 
sioners or by Stales acting in their sovereign 
character and ratified by a majority of the peo- 
plc.which shall constitute the bond of peace be- 
tween the North and South. 

Mr. Leach sustained these resolutions in a 
speech, and then they were voted down almo.-t 
unanimously. 

The Army correspondent of the Tribune savs: 
Guns hare been sent to the front which will 
throw shells into Richmond from our nearest 
point. The 6hcll is inflammable to an extraor- 
dinary degree, and it is thought the rebels wiil 
be burned out with them. 

On the morning of the detection, a state-room 
on the steamer Elm City, running between New 
York and New Haven, was found to be on lire.

MISNIOBT DESPATCHES. 



New York, Nov. 29. 
The leading topic on Wall street to-day is the 
continued advance in gold, which is attributed 
in part to heavy purchases to cover short cou- 
ii acts, but chieliy to the efforts of speculators, 
aud to the>numerous rumors In relation to the 
movements of Thomas and the situation of 
Sherman. 

The stock market opened strong, and closed 
ii regular. Governments were more freely of- 
fered. Railroad shares not very active. "The 
Slock Exchange had peace concluded with 
Georgia and Alabama, while the gold-room had 
Nashville captured by the rebels. There was a 
sudden and sharp decline in gold this evening 
on the report that Hood had been repulsed at 
Columbia. Money is abundant, with only a 
moderate demand) aud the tendency of rates is 
downward. There is more activity in exchange. 
There is a large atendance at the Tetrolcum 
Board, with a disposition to buy. 

The greatest exertions arc being made to dis- 
cover the conspirators of the late attempt to 
burn the city. The Hotel-keepers' Assoc'ation 
offer *5,000 for the first conviction, $3,000 for 
the second, 03,008 for the third, and $1,000 for 
the last and lor an additional number up to ten. 
The authorities will probably increase the re- 
ward. An attempt was made to burn the In- 
ternational Hotel last night, but, like the others, 
was unsuccessful. A man was arrested yester- 
day at the Astor House under suspicious cir- 
cumstances, and U now in prison. 



New Yoik, Nov. 29. 

The torpedo boat Starmbollc made a trial trip 
Friday, and sailed Saturday for an unknown 
destination. She is fully prepared for active 
6ervice. 

The convention ol the delegates of the tobac- 
co trade of the principal cities of the Union will 
be held in this city in the Seventh District. The 
object is to request Congres* to lay the tax sole- 
ly on leaf tobacco going into consumption In 
the United States, thus exempting the producer 
and devolving on the purchaser the payment of 
the tax. 

At the trial of the new projectile at New Ha- 
ven to-day seven and one-fourth miles range 
was attained. This shell is designed for the de- 
struction of Richmond from our present line. 

The World's Baltimore letter says: Lec has 
sent -.'O.ooo men to go and meet Sherman, and 
filled their places by two divisions from Early's 
army. These divisions were Kershaw's and 
another. The former left Early's army on the 
17th. and the latter on the 20th. The writer 
claims rebel authority for saving that there will 
soon be 10,000 men lu Georgia to oppose Sher- 
man. 

The Tribune's Waslilngton special savs- It Is 
affirmed that the secessionists here are" in pos- 
session of important news from Sherman to 
the effect that his cavalrv had reached and 'sur- 
rounded Mellen, and held tho place till his in- 
fantry advances had come up and relieved them. 
About two-thirds of all our prisoners had been 
confined there. Tho remainder had been re- 
moved further south before Sherman's arrival. 

The Herald's Washington special says: The 
leaders of the peace organisation In Georgia, 
Alabama, and Mississippi arc informally in 
communication with the authorities, and will 
probably receive encouragement In their enter- 
prise from the forthcoming message of the Presi- 
dent. They claim that the Southern States each 
for Itself has the same right to negotiate terms 
for rettlement retraction as thev had 
to recede from the United 8tates, and tliey aim 
to control the Slate through their legislatures 
to this end. 

The Herald's City Point special savs: Noth- 
ing of general interest has occurred bevond the 
concentration of all the colored troops under 
.Meade and Butler Into one corps, to be com- 
manded by General Weltzcl. 

The Herald's 2d corps despatch gives General 
Hancock's farewell order to his old command. 
The despatch says the troops are building huts 
for winter, but no orders have been Issued for 
going into quarters.

The Savannah News of the same date gives 
similar advice. 

The H'rald's special says: Gov, Brown's pro- 
clamation in full, calling out the Georgia mili- 
tia. Is lengthy and peremptory. Gen. Meigs's 
order, Impressing nil the citizens of Augusta 
and viciuiiy, ordering all bar- rooms closed, and 
business suspended, is published. Ouc artillery 
company of citizens was organized. All the 
printers'and editors in Augusta had been organ- 
ized into a company called the Press Guard.

The Brazil (Tenn.) Register in its account of 
the tight between a Union force and Breckin- 
ridge, at Strawberry Plains, E :st Tennessee', 
says: The Yankee (negro) soldiers suffered 
soicusly. Three hundred are reported killed. 
Breckinridge and Vaughan have the Yankees 
again snrrwindcd al Strawberry Plains. 

The same sheet gives the accounts of the de- 
feat of General Williams by Breckinridge'*, 
force, ntar Morristown, East Tennessee. It says: 
Vari_-han's and Drake's cavalry have pursued 
the Yankees, routed their whole force, and cap- 
tured all their transportation nnd artillery, con- 
sisting of seventy wagons, six Parrot guns, and 
ammunition enough for a campaign, with 
eighteen stands of colors, three' hundred aud 
aixtecu prisoneis, and two hundred mules. 

WAsillXGTOX, Nov. 29. 

The latest Information from the army Is prob- 
ably that obtained fiom Roger A. Frvor, who 
was captured near Petersburg last Sunday. Sev- 
eral gentlemen who w ere present during a con- 
versation wiih him sav he admitted that Sher- 
man had captured .Macon aud Milicdgevillu, 
aud that there was little doubt, from the rapid 
progress he was making, that he had captured 
Augusta, and would encounter nothing serious 
to Impede his march to the seaboard; and that, 
with Augusta in his possession, the South 
would lie cut off from Richmond, aud no troops 
could be sent from Lee to reinforce Savanuah. 

Gen. Prior talked freely and amply, with 
frankness, remarking that the South now re 
garded Gen. Sherman with more alarm than any 
other officer in the service of the United, States, 
and that Ihe press of the South would not be so 
communicative as heretofore regarding Sher- 
man's movements. He understood It was re- 
ported that Sherman had liberated a number of 
prisoners and armed them, but that this rumor 
needed confirmation. 

Bauixkobb, Nov. 29. 

The following are the facts, as far as gather- 
ed, of the raid of the rebels oa the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad: About 7 o'clock Monday 
evening, a rebel force, about 1.500 to 2.000 
si rong, appeurcd in front of New Creek Station, 
which was de-fended by a small body of troops, 
before earthworks. The latter were soon over- 
come, and the troops surrendered. 

In a short time the enemy were in full posses- 
sion of the Post. They blew up the e:\rthworks, 
and destroyed the temporary and other build- 
ings. The cutting ol the telegraph wires gave 
the alarm to the railroad at Piedmont, where- 
upon all the rolling stock of the company aud 
other moveable property was sent off. Soon 
after, tbe enemy reached Piedmont and de- 
stroyed ali the houses of the company, the 
large workshop, and a considerable amount of 
private property and some valuable machinery. 

So far as is known no damage was done to 
the railroad track or bridges. It is reported the 
em my has left, going South. There Is reason 
to hope that the raiders will be overtaken by 
the force scut iu pursuit. 

Nkw York, Nov. 29. 

The Tribune's Army of the Potomac special 
of the 28th says: An "uninterrupted canuonade. 
was kept up yesterday along Forts Davis and 
Rice, which was \igorously responded to by tl e 
enemy, who late replied only with mortars alorg 
this portion of our line, loading to the belief 
that he has withdrawn his field-pieces to rein- 
force bis armies elsewhere. On riding along 
the lines, no special cause for the tiring could 
be discovered.

dollars, while the* sales average at leaat seven 
millions annually. The manufacture gives em- 
ployment to at least live thousand workmen, 
besides member* of firms, managers, clerks, 
and those more or less directly concerned in the 
trade. Previous to the war, the number of 
manufacturers 011 a small scale was far greater 
than now. Since that time, from various causes, 
the business has been conducted principally in 
the cities, and has centralized in places wlierc 
the most capital was invested and the facilities 
for rapid manufacture were greatest. The army 
has provided a very large market for goods of 
this description, and large contracts have been 
made with the Government for the manufacture 
particularly of kuapsacks, haversacks, aud dc- 
bpalch-bags. 

Iu mnny instances the business of firms and 
companies manufacturing largely has nearly 
doubled since the commencement of the war, 
aud there are oases iu which the sales have 
quadrupled. This is accounted for in various 
ways. Aside from the heayy contracts made 
W illi the Government, tho regular business of 
the manufacturers has increased. Army officers 
have purchased largely, often of the more ex- 
pensive style of goods, both bagi and trunks, 
while there has been an unusual amount of 
travelling performed by the public generally, 
naturally increasing also the dem aud for every 
variety of trunks aud bags. The increased cost 
of all tlie mates ial* of ps-oduction, and the ex- 
tensive enlistments, particulary in the VTtst, 
have led to the su6i>cnsion of business bv hun- 
dreds of persons engaged in the manufacture 
iu a limited way, thus sending all the trade, 
both new and old, that otherwise would have 
been done by them, to the great firms and the 
central markets. 

Newark, New Jersey, is the principal seat of 
this manufacture in the United States. The 
capital invested there is estimated at half a mil- 
lion dollars, and the amount of sales is not less 
than two millions. The business in that city 
gives employment to more than one thousand 
operatives, besides members of firms, salesmen, 
clerks, etc., and an immense number of persons 
cngagi d iu the manufacture of materials for this 
branch of ssnju-trv. The trunk manufactory ef 
T. B. Peddie, iis Newark, is the largest in the 
United Slates, employing In the factory abont 
four hundred hands, and doing business to the 
amount ot eight bundled thousand dollars an- 
nually. 

KINOS OF GOODS MADK. 

The following are the leading styles of goods 
made in this country. Of trunks: Sole-leather; 
Saratoga, or French; Wood English, or Belgian; 
Medallion; Folio; Ogee, and Packing. Of va- 
lises: Sole-leather; bridle-leather: bellows top; 
and common. Of bags: PelLwiur, orl Railroad, 
of leather, cloth, and carpet; sacks, satchels, rc- 
ticnles, of a variety of forms and names, often 
distinguished iu the trade only by numbers and 
letters, and too bewildering in kind to be readily 
distitigui.-hcd by the uninitiated. This is espe- 
cially the ca-e owing to the fact that the same 
styles of goods are known by dillercnt names by 
the different makers. Kssapsacks, haversacks, 
and despatch-bags in great variety are also 
made, and different kinds of toy trunks for chil- 
dren, and aatcbel-ahaped portc-monnaies. 
materials. 

The materials u-ed in the trade are vai ious. 
They may be-briefly enumerated thus: Wood, 
leather, iron, doth, hardware, paper, and paste- 
board, steel goods, thread, aud sewing-silk. 

The wood is mostly the best Canada piue 
boasds, or basswood boards, aud elm scantling 
for cleats. 

Leather is the most expensive item of materi- 
als. Sole-leather, bridle, and split leather are 
used; also morocco, Levant, or goat skins, 
ehcep skins, calf skius, aud skins dressed vari- 
ously and kuowu by various nasues in the 
trade. 

The iron used is hoop and sheet iron, and is a 
large stem of expense. 

Of cloth, including carpeting, a Tery large 
amount is used. Brussels and velvet aud some- 
times Venetian carpet are employed in the trade. 
Cotton duck was formerly used for the covers of 
trunks, but liuen is now cheaper, aud has al- 
most entirely Hi] 'eroded it. Various grades of 
cambrics asid itiusliDs are used for the linings 
of trunks aud bags. The enamelled cloth of 
which bags are made is one of the largest items 
of cxpeute isi th«Jradc as it is used so largely. 

Trunk hardware is a distinct branch oi the 
hardware business. It consists of locks, rivets, 
nails, rollers, sdvered, gilt, and japanned orna- 
ments of various kinds, bag fs-ames, steel and 
brass bands, buckles, and hinges. 

Paper enters very largely into the manufac- 
ture of trunks, as well as the heavy board, of 
various thicknesses, known as trunk board. The 
conimoss straw paper, aud that made of various 
woody fibres, is most in use. A great variety 
of gilt and fancy papers, and a kind resembling 
paper-hangings, but not as heavy, and printed 
in small patterns aud choice colors, are used 
largely. Pictures, colored lithographs, assd 
wood engravings form also a considerable item 
of expentc for the ornamentation of the best 
tninks. 

Steel goods, such as clasps and chains for 
bags and steel ornaments, are largely used. 

Very large quantities of thread, cotton, and 
linen, of tlsc bej-t make, assd of sewing silks, 
enter into the nsanufactssre. These complete the 
enumeration of materials, with the addition of 
paste and glue, and perhaps also of some chemi- 
cals used iu processes not isnpartcd by the trade. 

The lumber is mostly a native product, fur- 
nished bj the forests of northern New York, 
though some comes from Canada. 

The leather used is alsnost entirely of native 
manufacture. Levant leather is imported, also 
Russia leather nnd Turkey morocco. But our 
domestic leather Is far rivalling these famous 
productions. The largest part of the leather 
used comes from Pennsylvania. A bcautifisl 
variety made there, called grained leather, is 
bow being used considerably lor the better styles 
of bags. 

The iron used in this trade is mostly imported. 
Our rolling mills do not produce, in largo quan- 
tities, tlsc kinds used iu the truuk trade, and, 
notwithstanding duties which have been in- 
creased, the imported iron Is cheaper than the 
domestic. 

Nearly all the clothes used arc of domestic 
manufacture. Many of the linens used, and all 
the bus laps, arc domestic. A strong cloth for 
covers is made in this country, which is filled 
with jute. But a considerable "quantity of linen 
goods are Imported. Cotton linings are made 
here. Carpetiugs are of domestic manufacture 
as are also the enamelled cloths which are made 
into bags. 

Trunk hardware is almost entirely an Ameri- 
can product. One Connecticut establishment 
furnishes nearly all the locks used In the trade. 
Newark has also numerous large establishments 
for the manufacture aitd sale of trunk hardware, 
which includes even-thing used in the various 
branches of the business. 

The common papers and board as-e of Ameri- 
can manufactuses. The fancy papers and pic- 
tures arc mostly imported, though we noticed 
lithographs from some of the New York firms. 
The steel goods are nearly all imported. All 
the sewing'silk, and the' largest part of the 
threads used are of American manufaetnrc. One 
manufacturer employs in bis factory $150,000 
worth of leather, $45,000 worth of lumber, $31,- 
200 worth of iron, $93,600 worth of enamelled 
cloth, and $50,000 worth of linings, annually. 



These arc but a few items in an immense busi- 
ness, commenced without capital only twenty- 
five years ago. 

PROCESSES OF MASTFACTritB. 

In the large factories all the processes of man- 
ufacture are carried on. Steam power is used, 
and the lumber is worked from the rough boards. 
The lumber consists at first of inch-boards, and 
the first process is to split these by a very in- 
genious machine, which makes two boards of 
half- inch thickness ont of the origiual one, much 
more rapidly than the process can be described. 
The next process Is planiig, and both sides of 
the board arc planed at the same time. The 
boards are then sawed to the varlons lengths 
and widths required. A tongning and groving 
machine next prepares the narrow pieces to be 
pnt together so strongly that they will break at 
any other place sooner than at the joint. All 
these processes are performed in the same apart- 
ment, and, passed from hand to hand, thorough 
board in an incredible short space is ready to be 
made into the boxes which form the foundation 
of the work. In the same room the cleats of 
hard, tough wood are sawed and cut iuto fanci- 
ful forms by another machine. 

The boxes arc then nailed together, and the 
nails clenched on the inner sides. For tops and 
sides, not straight, the boards are shaped, after 
being softened bv steam. 

Being thus prepared, the next process hi cov- 
ering. Saratoga tninks arc covered with split 
leather. Leather is split by the ssse of a knife 
seventy-five or eighty inches in length, and live 
splits arc often made from one skin. The leath- 
er used in covering trunks is not thicker than 
ordinary brown paper. After being pasted upon 
the trunks it is vsirnished, and sometimes col- 
ored. The iron bands and corners are then put 
on, and fastened with rivets or tinned nails; the 
bottom Is covered by sheet-iron, and the rollers 
attached to the corners. The handles, made of 
strong stitched leather, arc fastened to the ends. 
The trunk is then lined with paper, or muslin, 
according to its grado. Cleats have been previ- 
ously placed across the ends for the trays to rot 
upon. The top, or lid, of the trunk is' papered 
similarly. In the more expensive kinds, little 
drawers' and compartments are fitted Into the 
tops, all covered with muslin, and ornamented 
with gilt or fancy papers. There is a deep bon- 
net tray, fitted wills a stand, a large and wide 
tray or'two, and a narrow one for parasol, ifee. 
Upon one of the compartmonts in the lid, or 
upon one of the top trays, a picture, more or 
less beautiful or gaudy, is pasted, with an orna- 
mental border. The hinges and lock are then 
fitted, the outside cleats and the straps and 
buckles are attached, the truuk is again var- 
nished, and is ready for sale. 

The less expensive kinds of wooden trunks 
are made in a similar manner, and some of 
them arc nearly as well fitted up. The Wood 
English or Belgian trunk has usually two trays, 
and is fitted either for a lady's or a gentleman's 
use. This is a large trunk with straight sides 
nnd top. It is covered with leather, and is a 
very handsome trunk. Medallion, Folio, and 
Ogee trunks are in some respects similar, but 
less elaborate than the Belgian. The Folio and 
Ogee trunks arc shaped, the Ogee rounding 
both in the sides and lid. The packing trunk 
is merely an oblong box, with hinges and lock, 
and without trays or straps. All these trunks 
arc bound with iron hoops, and the best have 
sheet-iron bottoms. They are usually lined 
with raper, and the Folios aud Ogees have 
compartments in tlsc lids. All the cheaper 
styles of trunks arc now covered with a pre- 
pared paper. Some firms call this gutta-percha, 
and some composition, but it is essentially the 
same thing — a cheap straw or other paper, 
soaked in a composition the nature of which is 
a secret with the manufacturers, which fills all 
the pores nnd makes It extremely smooth and 
durable. When colored and varnished it re- 
sembles leather very closely, and would readily 
pass for that article. 

A firm of trnnk manufacturers in Newark 
were the first t. introduce this article, about 
twelve years ago, in their own business. As 
the process of preparation was in some respects 
similar to that of papier viache, they were una- 
ble to obtain a patesst and protect tisemselves in 
the use of the artielo. It was soon adopted by 
other manufacturers, aud has now come into 
general use. Its cost is much less than that of 
leather, while, for the lower grades of trunks, 
it serves an equally good puspose. 

The trunks we have.describcd are all made of 
wood, but we* come now to the most durable 
and expensive of trunks, namely, that made of 
sole-leather. 

Sole- leather is the. thickest and heaviest leath- 
er made for the soles of shoes, and sometimes 
used for belting. Large quantities of it are used 
for trunks, but not now, as formerly, of the en- 
tire thickness. In many cases sever.il splits ase 
taken from the "sides, 1 ' as they are called, be- 
fore they arc used for trunks. 

Sole-leather trunks are usually made with 
wooden cuds, the sides, bottoms, and lids being 
made of heavy trunk-board strengthened 
throughout by steel bands nsisnissg round the 
inside at Intervals of four or five inches. The 
leather is a cover merely to this frame, and is of 
greater or less thickness, as desired. Though 
the cost is less, tlsc trunks made in this way ase 
really better than those made wholly of leather. 
The trunk-board resists pressure, and the bands, 
being made of tho best watch-spring steel, arc 
extremely strong and elastic. They are some- 
times highly polished and left uncovered, being 
put in alter the lining, which, in these, Is a 
heavy cotton or linen fabric. These trunks are 
beautifully fitted up with trays or compart- 
ments, but, being designed for gentlemen's use, 
have no bonnet-box. The best brass hinges 
and locks arc always used for these trunks, and, 
to add to their beauty, the leather is often elab- 
orately embossed in ornamental designs. This 
embossing is done with brass dies, by means of 
a hydraulic press. They have sheet-irou bot- 
toms and rollers. The leather is sewed either 
by hand or by heavy sewing-maehincs, which 
run by men. 

Trunks similar In appearance to the sole- leath- 
er trunks arc made of bridle leather, which is 
lighter aud less expensive, but also less durable. 
Valises arc also made of sole leather ami bridle 
leather. They arc similar in their construction 
and mode of manufacture to the trunks. Some 
of them are made with what is called "bellows- 
tops," a name sufficiently descriptive, and are 
very capacious. A few common valise) are 
made — wocdeis boxescovercd with split leather. 

TRAVEI.I.lXG-BAOa. 

Bags, as stated before, arc m ide of leather, 
carpeting, and enamelled cloth. The variety ot 
leather used in bags b very great. The impbrt- 



for ladies' shopping-hags and satchels. Turkey 
morocco is considered the finest for this pur- 
pose. Levant has a rougher surface — it is made 
of goat-skins taissied in a peculiar manner. Rus- 
sia Leather has a peculiar assd pleasant odor, 
derived from the oil of birch bark which Is used 
In tanning it. It also resists the attacks of in- 
sects. Bags made of these kinds of leather are 
usually lissid with morocco, and hare handsome 
steel clasps, sometimes silvered or gilt, and are 
often ornamented with steel rivets. 

Enamelled leather is largely used for bags. 
Japanned and patent leather are also used; but 
they are lets elastic, and cracl; when folded. 
Enamelled leather Is prepared thus: a composi- 
tion made of boiled lissseed oil, vegetable black 
and Prussian blue is rubbed into the surface of 
split leather by the hand, as a thick paste. It 
is dtied in a stove heated to one hundred and 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit, and the process re- 
pealed from three to seven times. EuainellcJ 
cloth is prepared by a similar process. 

The Pelissicr or railroad bag has almost en- 
tirely superseded the old carpet, or travelling 
bag, so called. This opens out completely 
upon an iron frame, and articles to be packed 
can be laid in as into a valise. Oue side, or 
half, is protected by a pasteboard flap, that 
fattens securely, and the other by straps of web- 
bing that keep the contents in place. There is 
usually a compartment on the outside, and the 
whole is secus ei! by one or two locks. This bag 
is made of enamelled leather, of grained leather, 
of enamelled cloth, and sometimes of carpetiug. 

Carpet-bags are usually made in the sack 
form, opening merely at llie top, and divided by 
a flap of muslin streisglheued by a wise that at- 
taches to the hinges on either side. As before 
stated, they arc made of various grades of car- 
peting, Brussels, velvet, and Venetiau. They 
are more expensive than those of enamelled 
cloth, and less so than the best leather ones. 

Sacks arc made in various ways. Some are 
shaped tike the Pelissiers — that is, square, with 
a bottom of pasteboard, that makes them very 
strong; but they only open at the top, and usu- 
ally have flat compartments on the inner 6ide. 
They arc made of loathes- and of cloth. Travel- 
ling-bags of enamelled leather aud cloth are 
usually made wide at the bottom, sloping off 
flat at' the clasp or frame. 8atchela have usu- 
ally steel clasps, with steel chains or braided 
leather handles to hang upon the arm. Bags 
have an iron frame covered with leather or the 
material of which they are made, and two short 
handles, usually of leather. But while prcserv- 
ng the same general form, the variety of these 
articles is almost infinite, as well as the nasnes 
by which they are distinguished; for instance, 
the Saturday bag, just large enough to hold the 
iudispcnsnblcs lor an over-Sunday sojourn iu 
tlsc country: and the shopping-bag, with a va- 
riety of pockets and compartments, so con- 
venient for a lady on her frequent buying ex- 
peditions. 

Knapsacks, which belong to this department 
of the trade, arc rudely but strougly made of 
enamelled cloth, and provided with straps to 
fasten them together and upon the back of the 
soldier*. Haversacks arc a sort of bag with com- 
partments to contaist provisions for the soldier's 
use. They arc often provided with an inner 
bag of usssslin that can be removed and washed 
when soiled. A long strap suspends them from 
the shoulder. Despatch-bags are snade of leather, 
very strontrly and neatly; an outer llap fastens 
firmly, assd tin isiner pocket is furnished with a 
separate lock to secure the important papers 
which they arc intended to contain. The Gov- 
ernment has made large contracts for these 
articles. 

rsrvisios of i.aisor. 

In the making of bags and of trunks the cut- 
ting is mostly done by men. Many of the en- 
amelled leather and cloth bags have a lining of 
thin trunk-board pasted on the pieces that form 
the sides. This is necessary if they are to be 
embossed as the material will not otherwise re- 
tain the impression for any considerable length 
or time. The embossing" Ls done by tlse hy- 
draulic press, in the same manner as upon sole- 
leather for trunks. A great part of the sewiug 
upon the bags is done by women, either bv hand 
or machine. One firm uses fortv sewing ma- 
chines, thirty-five of which arc run by women. 
The other five arc heavy machines, used for 
stitching the sole-leather for trunks and valises, 
and the heavier seams upon bags. The linings 
are mostly sewed by hand, aud are all titled to 
the bags by hand. A great deal of fine, orna- 
mental stitching, in white and colored silks, is 
put upon the bctter classcs of bags. This is all 
done by women. The morocco linings are of- 
ten very handsomely stitched. 

Bags and satchels arc made with and without 
locks. The ordinary shopping-bag has no lock. 
One kind has a lock, but clasps without being 



locked, and can only be opened byprcssing upon 
the key, which also locks it. 

Tho" patesst lock for Peiissiers is long, and has 
a hasp at each end, and but one key. One rev- 
olution of the key, which is midway between 
the two hasps, locks one side, and a second 
revolution locks the other. It is a very strong 
and secure lock. A hasp and catch fastens the 
Pelissicr upon each side. 

The hydraulic press before spoken of, or in 
some instances a smaller one, is made to do tho 
gilding of the patterns upon tho portfolios 
which arc pnt into the best trunks, and which 
ornament the best bags. This and all the heavier 
work is done bv men. 

About oue- fourth of the hands employed in 
the factories are women aud boys. Many men 
take jobs of piece-work, and employ boys to do 
such parts of this as thev arc able, making a 
profit upon their labor. Men prepare the lum- 
ber, make the boxes, do nearly all tha work 
upon trunks, and the heavier sewing of all 
kinds, cist and prepare the materials for bags, 
and emboss the sids* with the hydraulic press. 
Women do all tlse lighter sewing, put the linings 
in the bass, and make the trunk covers. 

Most 01 the work is piece-work. Men make 
from twelve to twenty dollars per week. They 
do a good deal of work in which women might 
equally well be employed. Women working ou 
6ewiDg-machines make from six to ten dollars 
per week. By hand-work from six to nine. 
Many make as much as twelve dollars per week, 
often working at home out of hours. On ac- 
connt of the large amount of inflammable m i- 
tcrial used, many of the factories do not light 
up. Others have gas. and work full time in the 
winter. The hands bave constaut work, em- 
plovers finding something for them to do in the 
dull seasons. 

Sewing silk is used for the ornamental stitch- 
ing and sometimes in seams; linen thread of 
various qualities for the dsll'erent kinds of sew- 
ing, and cotton thread in making the linings. 
All tlse thread is waxed, and the consumption 
of beeswax is more considerable than would be 
supposed by one unacquainted with the busi- 
ness. 

Previous to the advance In prices mwufac- 
tnrcrs used only serviceable muslins and cam- 
brics for linings. But at present they are 
obliged to pay abont four times as much for a 
very inferior articlcjas they once paid for a good 
one. Having exhausted all that the market af- 
fords of goods at all suitable in fabric for this 
use, they are now obliged to resort to flimsy pa- 
per muslins at thirty cents a yard, and cambrics 
which have no substance but" that derived from 
starch. Wherever possible in the lining of 
trunks they use paper, which, if not as durable, 
has an equally good appearance; but it cannot 
be used ia bags. Enamelled cloth has nearly 
quadrupled in price, and the advance on all 
kinds of material has been very great, while the 
manufacturers have not advaisced their goods 
in anything like tlse same proportion, with 
the increase of the trade, they have nevertheless 
been enabled to make money. 

FRKIGIIT PRICES. 

Our principal railroads have recently adopted 
a rule which is likely to prove disastrous to the 
trunk interest — incfasslng empty trunks and all 
trunks filled with goods, as double first-clsiss 
freight. Empty trunks on account of their bulk, 
and those packed with goods because of their 
liability to be opened and robbed. This is done 
by expert thieves during the transit, as they can 
pry open a trntsk without altering its appear- 
ance materially, as would be the case with an 
ordinary dry-goods box, and because goods of 
great value' aisd small bulk are usually trans- 
ported in this way. • 

Merchants buying goods In our large cities 
have bceu isi the habit of purchasing largely ef 
trunks to be packed thus, nnd this rule is al- 
most sure to prevent their doing so in future if 
the companies persevere iu enforcing it. It is 
to be ho]ied that some remedy will soon be 
(bund for the evil, and that a custom which has 
already injured, and must eventually almost 
paralyze the trade, will bo discontinued,. 

OISP.ISTMAS PRESENTS. 

At this season of the year, and for a few 
weeks of early winter, the trunk warehouses 
present their 'most inviting appearance. The 
handsomest trunks are liberally displayed, and 
the glass cases arc filled with a great variety ot 
bags of every description. A first-class Sara- 
toga or sole-leather trunk, or a handsome bag, 
forms a very beautiful as well as useful prescist; 
aud these articles are in great demand, as tho 
season approaches when it is customary to be- 
stow gilts upon our friends and kindred, iu 
token of that good-will which it is its special 
mission to inculcate. 

BRIGANDAGE IN SOUTH ITALY. 



T11E Tl'.CE STOItV OK SEA DIAVOLO. 



Dr. David Hilton has just published in Lou 
don an interesting accosmt of brigandage in 
Southern Italy, in which he gives some csirious 
stories of one or two famous robbers, amongst 
the m Fi a Diavolo, the hero of novels aud operas. 

ERA DIAVOLO. 

He was born at Itri, of poor parents, living 
by daily labor. His name is given by all the 
writers* of the time as Michelc Pczza, and his 
ssnname is accounted for in various modes. 
Colietta says it is a proverb of the Neapolitan 
lower classes that the priests and the devil are 
invincible. lis tlsc crimes which distinguished 
his boUsood nisd prepared him for honorable 
service usider the liourbosss, Pczza was so uni- 
formly successful that his companions compli- 
mented his valor and fortune by the title of 
Fsiar Devil. Others tell us that lie was or'r;i- 
nally designed for the church, and acquired his 
title while he wore the Cassock. It is certain 
the name was given him iu his native village, 
aisd that he hissisclf, prond of tlse title which 
indicated the cussning of a priest and the malice 
of the devil, combined to retails it after his tal- 
ents for murder had attracted tho attention of 
the Two Sicilies. 

He was a homicide asid a robber, scoured the 
mountains for two vears with a price put bv 
proclamation upon his head, aud had bcjomea't 
once the admiration asid terror of his compatri- 
ot ; belore the revolution opened for him a field 
in which he acquired an immortality assd in- 
famy. 

When the revolution broke out Fra Diavolo 
and his brothers collected a band and waylaid 
courses*, officers, and small detaehsnents of 
troops passing between Naples and Rome. 

Gen. Chanipioniset confessed that this band 
gave him more difficulty than auy division of 

the ro> all 1 M ine. 

The horrible cruelties related" of him surpass 
belief. Anions these incidents, it is said that 
tome officers fell into his hands during an en- 
gagement. He caused them to be bound to trees 
nnd burned alive, w hile the inhabitants of neigh- 
boring villages danced round this auto-da-fe. 

He had now acquired fame, and visited his 
royal master to receive honors and particular 
instructions. His reception was of the most flat- 
tering character. The King made him a brevet 
Captain; the Queen marked her admiration and 
gsntitude by placing upon his finger a beautiful 
emerald ring. The ring U) preserved in the fam- 
ily of his son, the Cavalier Pczsa, who receives 
from the King of Italy the pension which Ferdi- 
nand settled upon Fra Diavolo. 

He re-entered the Terra di Lavoro to continue 
his partisan was fare; but he was a born brigand, 
nnd wont to such lengths of cruelty aud rapacit* 
that Cardinal Rnll'o refused hiin permission to 
enter Gaeta, and informed the king of the na- 
ture of Pezza's exploits. 

The king responded in tlscsc words: 

"I approvcyour refusal to permit Fra Diavolo 
to enter Gaeta. as he wished. I admit that he 
is a brigand chief, but I must also admit that he 
hasseived us well. It is, then, necessary to use 
bun, and not to displease him. At tho 6ame 
time, it is necessary to persuade him that he 
nsu6t keep tlsc rciss of discipline over himself 
aud bis people, if he really wants to acquire 
favor with me." 

After the taking of Naples by the royal party, 
the Que en announced to him his appointment 
as Colonel. The letter is said to have contained 
a lock of her Majesty's hair. After the return 
of Ferdinand, he retained his rank, aud ob- 
tained a life pension of three thousand ducats, 
with the title of Duke of Cassano. 

CARDINAL MTflD AN1> THE "sANKi:r>ISTS. " 

Nardil)!, w ho, in the lscginning of this revo- 
lution, was in the service of Ferdinand, gives us 
a picture of this beast in cassock: 

' This fool took into his bead to ask from the 
Kintr the command of the city of Capua, and 
begged me to w rite his petition; since, though 
he claimed that he could read the Latin of his 
breviary — which I very much doubt — he did not 
know how to write two words consecutively. 
Among other titles to merit which he wished 
me to insert in his petition, in order to give him 
grace with tlse sovereign, he insisted muchupou 
the fact that he had roasted the arm of a Jaco- 
bin under a slow tire, and eaten it with glutton- 
ous relish; that be had dextrously disembowelled 
two other Jacobins, and had quartered five or 
six children of patriots." 

FRA DIAVOLO ON A CAMPAIGN. 

In the autumn of 1806, while the French 
troops, under Joseph, were marching on tlse 
capital, and Ferdinand was yet reigning at Na- 
ples, this great devil, with a" band of two hun- 
dred brigands, was robbing, bunshsg, andkilliug 
among the subjects of his master on the Q*rt£. 
liano. When Ferdinand fled to Sicily, Fra 
Diavolo followed him; collecting In Sicily a 
band of about three hundred men, consisting of 
cx-conviets assd old soldiers of the army of 
Rufl'o, be landed upon the shores of Gaeta. " He 
was joined by the companions of his bovhood 
in considerable numbers, and at one time prob- 
ably had fifteen hundred eut-throats under his 
orders. This force roved over the country be- 
tween the Voltisrno and the States of the 
Church. They were divided into small parties, 
who burned, pillaged, and prostrated the French 
authority, and created iu tlse public mind a re- 
action in favor of the Bourbons. 

Fra Diavolo now bore the titles of Brigadier- 
General of the Neapolitan army and Duke of 
Oissano. Joseph having resolved to destroy 
him and his marauding bands, made military 
dispositions for the purpose on a large ^cale. 
Three Generals were charged with guarding the 
lines between the States of the Church, tho Ga- 
rigliano, the Voltnrno, assd the sea. 

General Goulu, with a brigade, kept his eye 
on tlse valley of the Gora; General Dushcnic, 
with a division, held the Roman States; and 
General Valcnlini, commanding in the province 
of Gaeta, was charged to pserent the escape of 
the. bandits by sea. 

These arrangements drew a cordon ronnd the 
country in which Fra Diavolo was turning cv- 
erythlris; upside down. Then Colonel Hugo, 
father of the illustrious Victor, was sent with a 
force of about one hundred men to hunt dowu 
the quarry. 

COLONEL IR'OO'S PURSUIT. 

He r c he astonished both his troops and the 
peasantry by aunonncing his intention to go di- 
rectly across the mountain toward Naples. Fra 
Diavolo was moving along the other sido, think- 
ing himself at last out of danger. A few peasant 
gusdes were obtained, and the French troops 
marched up a mountain never before scaled by 
an army, scarcely travelled by civilized man, in 



tlse darkness of a moonless night. They stum- 
bled along over stones and fallen bushes, de- 
pending entirely on their gnide3 for tlse directiou 
and their situation. Toward dawn tlse wearied 
soldiers were told that they were at the summit. 
The snn rose and the magnificent Bay of Naples 
lav before them. 

They set out toward Alctta. Fra Diavolo, 
marching quietly along the northern declivities 
of the niousstnin, was suddenly surprised by a 
spirited fire of musketry. It seemed to him te 
come from the clouds. The action was short, 
and most of the brigands were killed or cap- 
tured; but the slippery chief got oil' with thirty 
of bis men. 

Hugo pushed on after him along the declivi- 
ties which were so thickly covered with shrubs 
and trees that no orderly march was possible, 
assd evcrythiisg depended on the fidelity of the 
guides. 

Fra Diavolo had this time better hope of es- 
cape than ever, nis adversary did not know 
the direction, and he himself was familiar with 
even- tree. He dashed awav toward the road 
of Apulia, expecting, by this manoeuvre, to elude 
the foe behind him, out he had scarcely struck 
the highway when he fell in with a fresh regi- 
ment of French cavalry marching from Naples 
to aid in the chase. 

This time escape seemed absolutely impossi- 
ble. On one side of the road was a precipice 
which 110 man could scale; on tlse other, Hugo 
was advancing toward the road. Flight toward 
Apulia would throw him into the toils of his 
unwearied hunter. His inventive genius sup- 
plied a remedy for this net of difficuliies.1 

He turned to his men aud said: 

"Tic my hands behind mv back. Do the 
same to my lieutenant." 

The men were astonished, but obeved in 
silence— using handkerchiefs in the absence of 
cords. 

"Now," said Fra Diavolo, "let us move down 
the road nnd meet this cavalry. Thev will ask 
you who we are. You will answer, 'These arc 
two brigands of the band of Fra Diavolo, whom 
We have taken and are conducting to Naples in 
order to obtain the premium.' " 

"But suppose they should wish to take von 
themselves?" 

"Then you will retire, protesting against the 
Injustice they do you. lou, at least, will be 
safe." 

The strategem was excellent. Fra Diavolo 's 
men figured as militia ol the district. The pre- 
mium offered to brigands at Naples was a capi- 
tal pretext for asking permission to pass on 
their way, and so gain the rear of the cavalry. 
The artifice succeeded. 

Whoever has heard a NeapoUtan impronta- 
iore can imagine the affected sadness of Fra 
Diavolo and his Lieutenant, the serious and 
solemn vivacity of the spokesman for tlsc false 
11 1 ill t in . A story of the capture was invented, 
on the iss'tant." so probable and so perfectly 
consistent in all its details, that one must have 
been dead to the voice of truth and innocence 
to distrust it. Fra Diavolo gained the rear of 
the cavalry. His false enemies bade good-by 
to their new friends, and moved off three hun- 
dred paces. Here the two leaders slipped off 
their handkerchiefs, and shot into the woods; 
the pretended militia fired their muskets in the 
air. and all went off pcli-mcil into the depths of 
the forest. 

The cavalry saw the affair, but they did not 
know the importance of the escaped prisoners; 
were unacquainted with the roads, and naturally 
left the pretended militiamen to make the pur- 
suit. In half an hour Hsigo, weary, well-nigh 
exhausted, but full of enthusiasm, encountered 
the cavalry. The story of tho two brigands was 
not half told before be comprehended the de- 
ception, and pushed on after the fugitives, 
divining that Fra Diavolo had regained the by- 
road to the coast from which the movement 
over the mountains had driven hisn. 

During the next night at Lcttere, in the sicigh- 
borlsood of Castcllamare, Hugo came up with 
the band, attacked and killed the greater part 
of the brigands. Fra Diavolo was himself 
wounded, but escaped again with a few com- 
panions. The next day the chief fell in with a 
company of militia, and was again wounded. 
He reached Cava, dismissed his fewcompanions, 
and endeavored to reach the shore alone. Once 
there, he could steal a boat, and push off to- 
ward Capri. 

Hugo lost all trace of him; and, after a*pnr- 
suit ol twentv-ninc davs, in which the utmost 



in which full and accurate information had been 
constantly obtained from the peasants, the 
brigand had escaped from the very hands of his 
untiring pursuer. 

Doubtless Fra Diavolo would have got off to 
Capri, and in a month would have been at the 
head of a more formidable band, but for cir- 
cumstances not yet mentioned. Joseph had put 
a reward of six thousand ducats on the head of 
the dating chief. 

That night, exhausted by long fasting and 
two wounds, Fra Diavolo took refuge in the but 
of a peasant. Before putting aside his arms, ho 
ascertained from the peasant that there was uo 
militia in the immediate vicinity. Then he ate 
the slender remains of the peasant's supper, and 
lay down to sleep. A new accident intervened, 
and nearly cost him his life. Four brigands, 
not of bis company, entered the hnt in the 
night, disarmed and robbed him, and, to pre- 
vent his giving information, ordered him to fol- 
low them. They were brigands, but ho did not 
dare to disclose his name. The six thousand 
ducats put upon his bead forbade the disclosure. 

Faint and worn with marchissg and fasting, 
he dropped down in the path and was left to 



the night he found himself at the etitrancc of 
the village of Baronisi. Here he was arrested 
as a supposed brigand, but without suspicion 
on the part of the police of bis true character. 
The carbineers conducted him to 8alerno. 
While undergoing examination at the police 
station, one of Hugo's Neapolitans entered the 
room, and exclaimed — 
"Fra Diavolo!" 

The brigand chief tried to deny his identity, 
but the soldier had seen him too often in the 
streets of Naples wearing the uniform with 
which royal gratitude had clothed him to be 
mistaken, lingo came up and proofs multi- 
ple d. The next day this officer informed Jo- 
seph that he had captured Fra Diavolo; but in 
that spirited chase he had acquired respect for 
the daring leader, and recommended him to the 

The recommendation was in vain. Fra Dia- 
volo was hung, wearing the uniform of a Brisra- 
dier-Gcneral of Ferdinand, embroidered witli 
the arms of tlsc Duke of Cassano. 

In Older to more effectively drive out the brig- 
ands, in 18011 it was made a capital offence to 
carry food or give help to any sort of brigand. 
The authorities were strict, even to cruelty. 

A white haired old mass was found in a wood 
rear Cosenza giving food to his brigand son. 
Both were executed; and to give terror to tho 
example, the father was obliged to witness the 

Eleven womeu aud children, belonging to 
Slilo, went osse day to gather olives on a farm at 
some distance. They took with them some 
bread to cat at mid-day. They were encountered 
by some soldiers, the bread was found upon 
them, and the entire party were shot. History 
lias dropped the veil of modesty over the method 
by which osse of these women sought to save, 
not her own life, but that of at hild eleven years 
of age. 

In the wood of St. Biase the wife of a brigand, 
who was hiding with lscrhusband, gave birth to 
a child. The babe by its cries endangered the 
safety of its parents, and, incase flight should 
be necessary, would be a serious impediment. 
The mother carried it by night to JSicastro, 
awakened a female friend* gave her the child, 
and returned to her husband. Manhcs heard of 
sl.c circumstance, and gave orders t'i it the babe 
should lie carefully provided for, but that tlse 
woman who had received it should suffer death, 

A peasant delivered a small quantity of flour 
to some brigands, receivissg for it the enormous 
sum of fif ty ducats. He was shot wills a purse 
containing the fifty ducats appended to his 
neck. 

BIZZARO. 

This was the name of a monster who made 
soup of a peasant who had acted as guide to the 
Fi < '.i ll. Here is an account of his own end : 

The rigorous measures of the General had led 
to the death or surrender of all the companions 
of bizzaro, except this woman who bore a 
young child isi her arms. Persecuted by tho 
militia, he had taken refuge in a cave which he 
supposed to be known only to himself. The 
woman nnd child were with bim. It was near 
the end of the year. The mountain, were cov- 
ered with snow", and the valleys ran torrents of 
rain. The child, w hom the discomforts of this 
life and the want of nourishment had rendered 
feeble and Irritable, kept up an almost inceosassl 
cry. Bizzaro said to his mistress: 

"Woman, ibis child of yours seems deter- 
mined to betray me to my enemies." 

She responded with tears and vain efforts to 
hush tl.c cries of her babe. 

Bizzarre rose, took the child by the legs, and 
dashed out its brains against the rocky ti le of 
the cavern. 

The mother was a Calabrian, and masked her 
grief while she meditated her revenge. The next 
niiilst, while Hizzarro slept, she blew out his 
brains. Nor is this all. She severed his bead 
from his body, wrapped it in a piece of clothing, 
and carried it some miles to the military sta- 
tion, where she asked an iutervicw with the 
commandant. 

"I am told that you offer a thousand ducats 
for the head of the brigand Bizzarro." 

"It is trssc." 

"Here is the head; give me the money." 

The identity was proved and the money paid 
to her. She counted it over with tlsc impassi- 
bility of a peasant woman receiving her pay for 
a basket of eggs. 

Now, will it be believed that, "thirty-five 
vears afterward, this woman was living in Mi- 
ieto, an affectionate wife and mother?" The fact 
is stated by tlsc author of the "Memoirs of Gen. 
Mnnlscs," and those familiar with the Calabrian 
character will not doubt it.
